D ix o n . March 15th.—The rain r ec o m ­ 
menced this morning and has been falling 
steadily all day, with no signs of abate­ 
m ent. The rainfall up to noon am ounted 
to 4 18 inches for the storm, and 17.60 for 
the season. 


S o n o m a .— I t has b een showering here all 
day. 
Dark clouds overhang the valley, and 
it still continues to rain. The fruit crop 
looks promising. 


S u t t e r C r e e k .—It has been rainy 6ince 
the 11th. To-day the rain has come down 
in torrents. For the storm, 4 inches; total 
for the season, 18 inches.

GR id le y .—It has rained for twenty-four 
hours.

March 15th.—On Wednesday 
afternoon, between two and three o’clock, 
Samuel Bundle shot—at the upper or Pater­ 
son ranch, in Italian Canyon—his father- 
in-law and brother-in-law, both named 
George Hosking, and his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Hosking, three miles down the canyon 
at the Gsbson ranch, and then him self.’ 
Four deaths from four shots resulted over 
taiuily troubles and a division of property. 
Johnny King, a boy sixteen years old, 
working for Rundle, related the details. 
It seems that about 9 o’clock o d the fore­ 
noon of Wednesday George Hosking ar­ 
rived at R andle's ranch, coming for a load 
of hay. 
H osking had Ruudle's wagon and 
harness at the lower ranch. 
The latter 
wanted it. and the former said it would be 
returned the next day. 


f a t h e r a n d so n s l a i n . 
Before leaving, Hosking and Rundle got 
into a dispute, the former refusing to give 
up the wagon. 
Rundle started to unfasten 
the ho^es and hold the load of hay. Hosk­ 
ing jum ped off the load and approached 
him . 
They clinched and fell. R undle on 
top. 
The horses, w ith the wagon, ran up 
the canyon, and Johnny King ran after 
them . 
He caught up with and unhitched the 
horses and started to return, when he heatd 
two shots. 
W hen near the house, Rundle 
came out of the back door of the kitchen, 
shot-gun in hand, and said to King, -T v c 
done i t ! 
Here, take the gun and blow 
m v brains o u t!” 
K ing refused, and told him to go to the 
bouse and he would get dinner. 
Rundle 
took a saddle-horse and started for the 
lower ranch. 
King saddled a horse in the 
corral and followed Rundle, but before 
starting he saw the bodies of father and 
son dead, near the woodpile, both shot by 
the shot-gnn, the former in the left side of 
the neck on the ju g u 'ar vein, and the boy 
full in the face, which was torn into shreds. 


MRS. HOSKING MURDERED. 
King rode to the Hosking ranch and 
there found Mrs. Hosking dead on the 
kitchen floor, with a flatiron in her hand 
At right angles therewith lay the body of 
Rundle, on his back, with a pistol grasped 
in his right hand by the side of his legs. 
The woman was shot in the left temple, 
and him self in the right. 
King came to town and reported the 
news, and Coroner Flint. Sheriff McCombe, 
Dr. Southard and District A ttorney Jones 
hurried to the scene. 
The four bodies will be buried to-mor­ 
row. 
Rundle married Hosking's daughter in 
November. 1886. She was here during the 
tragedy. 
R undle leaves a sister. Mrs. Toy, 
his wife and two children, the eldest eigh­ 
teen m onths old. Hosking leaves a brother, 
sister, m other and stepfather. 
The town is shocked and appalled. 
Never was there such a wholesale killing 
in the history of the county.

The contractors expect to complete 
the boat by Ju n e 1st, which is the date fixed 
in the contract. The boat is required to 
make 22 knots an hour, and any deficiency 
on this score will subject the contractors to 
penalties, while for any excess above 23 
knots they will receive a bonus. 
If the new craft (the first of its kind in 
American ship-buildiDg) fills the require­ 
ments, of which there is little donbt, it 
will be tbe fleetest boat in the United States, 
and fully equal to any possessed by E uro­ 
pean navies.

W a s h in g t o n , March 15th.—In company 
with D. Brown Goods, of the United States 
Fish Commission, Senator Stockbridge, 
Chairman of the Committee on Fisheries. 
to*day called upon Secretary W indom with 
reference to the Act recently passed for the 
protection 
of tbe 
salmon fisheries in 
Alaska. The Act makes it unlawful to 
erect or m aintain any obstruction in the 
rivers of Alaska with the purpose or result 
of im peding or preventing the ascent of 
salmon, or the anadromous species, to their 
spawning grounds, and aflixes a m inim um 
penalty of $250 a day for a violation 
thereof. 
Last year, it is raid, certain parties, by 
the aid of dams, captured millions of fish, 
and they are reported to be m aking ready 
for another campaign this year. The m at­ 
ter has been referred to the law offices of 
the Treasury Departm ent, who will at 
once prepare the necessary orders for car­ 
rying into effect the provisions of the Act. 
The last section ot the Act, Senator Stock­ 
bridge says, will be carried out by the 
President in due time. 
Its adoption was a 
m atter of serious concern to Congress, and 
its phraseology was changed by the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations.

raided a bouse on Eldridge street where 
the counterfeit monev was being made, 
and arrested Richard Fischer, his wife, and 
an Italian named Juegler, whom they 
found there. 
They found in tbe house nine sets of 
plaster of paris moulds, a complete outfit 
of counterfeiters’ tools, and considerable 
spurious coins. It is said tne gang of which 
the three persons arrested form a part has 
given the Secret Service officers a great 
deal of tronble, and that Fischer is a skill­ 
ful counterfeiter.

C h ic a g o , March 15th.—A large audience 
at the Kenwood Club to night listened to a 
paper on “Socialism in America,” by Judge 
Grinnell, who was the State’s attorney in 
the famous A narchist trial. Judge Grin­ 
nell said in p a rt: 
‘ The eager desire ol 
party leaders to obtaiu and retain office 
keeps socialism and its attendant evils 
alive. In Chicago anarchism is exaggerated 
out of all proportion to its power, for no 
good purpose, and some members of both 
political parties seem inclined to act so as 
to catch thi3 element. 
In my opinion, the 
talk about Anarchists during this last 
winter has been a willful, wicked exagger­ 
ation of their power and an injury to 
the fair nam e of Chicago and a serious 
detrim ent to its business interest, and I 
confidently believe the purpose of such ex­ 
aggeration was purely political. 
Anarchy, 
as an organization, is dead in America. Its 
advocates have resolved themselves back 
into their former state or parentage, namely 
—Socialism. 
Yankee law lias terrified 
them, but we cannot with the same ease 
brush aside the Socialist. This can only 
be evaded by returning to the fundam ental 
principles of our Government, eschewing 
paternalism and class legislation.” 
Judge Grinnell, who is a Democrat, then 
went on to argue that the protection prin­ 
ciple is wrong ; that it fosters and encour­ 
ages Socialism—is in fact Socialism—and 
that with its absolute abolishm ent and re­ 
turn to a tariff for revenue only the Social­ 
ist will die, and bis doctrine disappear.

which later manifested signs of maduess 
and was killed. 
Nothing serious was 
thought of the boy’s injury, and the wound 
soon healed up. 
Six weeks ago young Barkly came home 
from school and complained of feeling un­ 
well. 
Hydrophobia, in its most violent 
form, soon 
developed. 
The attending 
physicians looked upon the rabie poison as 
a self-limiting infection, and set about to 
bridge the case over the active period of the 
poison. 
Large doses of aconite were given to 
blunt the sensuary nerves of the threat, 
hydrate of chloral to obviate the restless­ 
ness and produce sleep, and salicylate of 
soda to counteract the rabie poison, if it de­ 
pended upon ferment for its action. The 
paroxysms grew less frequent and it is now 
two weeks fince the patient showed any 
signs of one. The physicians think a com­ 
plete recovery is certain.

McDuffie told them he would leave as o r­ 
dered. 
Before tbe expiration of ilie forty-eight 
hours the best Democratic white citizens of 
W ilcox held a mass-meeting, and passed a 
resolution that the action of the desperate 
characters was not sanctioned by the Exe­ 
cutive Committee, or the w hite people of 
the county. McDuffie asked them if they 
would guarantee him against ipjurv. 
Be­ 
ing told that they would not, not deeming 
it necessary or expedient, he left ami ha? 
not since Oten back. The niattpr has be­ 
came generally known over the State, and 
has elated tbe Republican elem ent beyond 
expression, claiming that the incident has 
done more for their cause in Alabama than 
two regiments of armed men could have 
done. 
An appeal will be made to the next Con­ 
gress for protection. They claim that it 
will give McDuffie the couuty of W ilcox 
by the figures which he affirms are correct.

They both joined in shouts, and 
then heard Nearshalski calling from No. 7 
chamber for help. H e was pinioned by a 
large rock, and urged his comrades to come 
to His rescue. 


A SECOND FA L h THEN OCCURRED, 
And he was in all probability killed, 
though a force of men are still working for 
his deliverance. Tbe five m iners who were 
saved heard their rescuers stop work out­ 
side about 6 o clock last night, and growing 
desperate endeavored 
to climb up the 
abandoned cham ber and gain an exit, but 
m ountain-like boulders stood in their way.

stances debar them from its constant use, 
and soon creates a habit that changes to a 
necessity, and a more ready disposal is the 
consequence. 
It is a patent fact t! at the 
free use of some fruit conduces to hygienic 
as well as temperance reform.

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IN NICARAGUA. 


ME ANDE KIM» IN THE TROPICS AND 
THEIR ATTRACTIONS. 


S o m e In te r e stin g Item s o f th e R e ­ 
g io n , and. C on cern in g M osqnftia 
—A. N egro “ K ing."

j 
Thcugh only a few days’ sail from New 
York, and fewer from New Orleans, and 
ju st now of especial interest to the U nited 
States because it borders epon the pro­ 
posed ship-canai, this portion of Nicaragua 
is almost a complete terra incognita to the 
world at large—notw ithstanding that •'Eng* 
-'and and Spain fought over two or three 
hundred years, varying th e monotony of 
the contest by an occasional bout with the 
U nited States on the same subject. 
H is­ 
tory is almost silent concerning it, telling 
us only that Columbas sighted the Mos­ 
quito coast in 1502, followed during the 
next hundred years by several ether Span­ 
ish voyagers—every one of whom claimed 
to be the original discoverer. 
In 1088 an old D utch pirate named 
Esquemeline visited it, and two years later 
published a very queer book, detailing all 
the particulars of bis “ discovery,” and in 
1714 a French pirate, De Lussan, pub­ 
lished his discovery of it. 
For more than 
a ceutury it was the general rendezvous of 
English buccaneers and filibusters, all of 
whom were on intim ate terms with the 
successive Governors 
of Jam aica, and 
shared witii them their spoils.. AVhen the 
wars with ¡Spain were brought to a close, so 
th at it "vas no longer possible to connive at 
fr.-ebooting, these enterprising worthies 
determined to obtain possession of it in be­ 
half of the B ritish crown. 
I t would to tedious to enumerate the 
ludicrous series of events by which these 
Euglish “ agents”—many of them ex­ 
buccaneers, but 
acting under orders— 
pressed their pretended rights to this Mos­ 
quito coast. 
Under the British protect­ 
orate, one negro after another was crowned 
“ King,” and upheid in his otiice until the 
farce ended by the death of three consecu­ 
tive majesties, from over-indulgence in 
Jam aica rum. Sir H ans .Sloan relates how 
one of these black “ K ings” was taken to 
Jam aica for the purpose of educating him, 
and that his royal highness escaped the 
les ons by climbing to the top of a tre e ! 
In the spring of 1825 a miserable creat­ 
ure was selected from among these sav­ 
ages, and invested by the English simul­ 
taneously w ith his first pair of breeches 
and the title of “ King.” 
Robert Charles 
Frederick I.—as this Sambo was respect­ 
fully addressed by the B ritish agents—im ­ 
mediately after donning the im perial pur­ 
ple (or, rather, blue jeans), proceeded to 
make over the entire coast of Nicaragua, 
Belize and Honduras to a company of 
capitalists, receiving in pay for this prince­ 
ly grant several barrels of Jam aica rum 
and a bundle of cotton pantaloons. 
Those 
barrels of rum , fortunately, proved too 
much for the delicate constitution of Rob­ 
ert Charles Frederick I., and before giving 
up the ghost he again transferred his K ing­ 
dom to Colonel McDonald, Superintend­ 
ent of Belize. 
H is s o d , “ George W illiam 
Clarence,” succeeded to the purple' and 
was duly proclaimed King, while the Gov­ 
ernors of Nicaraugua and Honduras, on 
behalf of their distressed people, were 
making earnest but vain appeals to G reat 
Britain for redress. 
In 1848 two B ritish war vessels steamed 
into the harbor of San Juan del Norte, 
tore down the 
Nicaraguan 
flag, 
a n i 
changed the old name to th at of Grav- 
town, which it now bears. 
They also 
seized Tigre island, in the bay of Fonsrea, 
on the western side of Nicaragua, w ith t 
view to securing both ends of the inter- 
ooeauie route then proposed; but the latter 
scheme was in a measure thw arted by our 
energetic countryman, Hon. E. G. Squier, 
who was then Charge to Central America. 
Had our < iovernment reasserted and en­ 
forced the Monroe doctrine with its cus­ 
tomary promptness, the vexed questions 
down here would long before have been 
settled; hut that precious document, the 
Bnlwer-Clayton treaty, bobbed up like 
Banquo’s ghost at every fresh outrage on 
the part of Britain. 
Not until 1800 was a 
perm anent 
and 
sensible 
arrangement 
made, giving the islands and their depend­ 
encies to the Republic of Honduras, and 
this M«i juitia coast to Nicaragua. 
The grants made by Robert Charles 
Frederick I., the drunken negro King, to 
the New York company of speculators, 
were taken to Europe, and actually made 
the basis of two or three attem pts at 
colonization, all of which, however, ter­ 
m inated with the death of the deluded 
emigrants from fever and other diseases of 
the tirrra caliente. 
Finally the grants 
found th eir wav to New York, and into 
the hands of Mr. H . L. Kinney, who pur­ 
chased them conditionally, and set on foot 
th a t short-lived enterprise known as the 
“ Kinney Expedition.” 
In the autum n of 
’55, this gentleman, accompanied by a 
number of eager 
adventurers, availed 
themselves of the grants and privileges 
thus purchased, proceeded to Gray town 
and at once commenced the execution of 
their plans. 
Owing to difficulties then 
existing between officers of the “Accessory 
T ransit Com pany” and the citizens of 
Graytown and vicinity, Mr. K inney and 
his company m et with unforseen difficul­ 
ties and discouragements; 
and though 
their leader was soon afterward made 
Governor, most of the “ Kinney Colony” 
one by one deserted, to join the forces' of 
General W alker, the filibuster, who by 
this tim e was making great pretensions in 
Nicaragua, and at last Governor Kinney 
him self departed in haste, “ between two 
days,” with his name indorsed on another 
m an’s passport. 
Mosquitia proper, beyond a narrow strip 
of swampy coast, is one of the loveliest 
countries under the sun—a regular ideal 
Acadia, with the bluest skies, the balmie-t 
airs, the grandest mountains, and endless 
summer, w ithout excessive heat. 
The lat­ 
ter fact is owing to its mountainous char­ 
acter, the western portion being traversed 
by a lofty chain striking across the country 
from north to south, furnishing the source 
of several ini|K»rta.nt rivers, all of which 
flow into the Caribbean Sea. 
The largest 
of these are the Ronyan and Aguan rivers, 
the ljuinto, Segovia ami Escondida. 
The remarkably fertile soil produce* the 
most luxuriant tropic vegetation, includ­ 
ing all the staples of the W est ludies. 
immense quantities of mahogany and 
other valuable timber, dye woods, drugs, 
etc. 
Along the sea the hot and humid 
coast is unhealthy enough to kill even a 
Jam aica negro; hut in the highlands it is 
about like New England May from year to 
year, and so salubrious that the natives 
find it difficult to die at the good old age 
of ninety years. 
In fact they don’t seetu 
to die here—they w ither up and dry, 
like walking mummies. Though doubtless 
they have them somewhere, I have not yet 
seen a cemetery in M osquitia; but I have 
seen people who are known to be more 
than one hundred years old, and met one 
man who looked to he seventy, who liegged 
me to look up his grandfather, living near 
BlewfieUU. 
Valuable n-w erais are said to abound in 
the interior of the territory, and all along 
the coast* great quantities of the finest 
tortoise shell are found. 
About the onlv 
inhabitants are the native Mosquitians— 
an active and daring rare for Central 
Americans, tolerably expert in the use of 
fir sarjas. 
Land cannot now be bought within the 
M osquitia reservation, hut can l>e leased at 
the rate of three cents per acre, for a term 
not exceeding fifty years. 
This land is 
well adapted to the cultivation of fruits, 
th e same as in Florida. John S. Augus­ 
tine, United States Consul at Blewfieldt 
•ays th at much profit m ight be easily de­ 
rived from the cultivation of bananas 
alone, and that none need to fear to find 
au unhealthy country, for from Blewfields, 
to Lake Nicaragua sickness of any kind is 
almost unknown. 
T he coast line, with its innum erable 
bays and lagoons (among which are many 
good harbors), is particularly well adapted 
to the cultivation of rice. 
A t present the 


ests. in w hich are fortunes for the hardy 
in th e shape of the most valuable dye 
woods and tim ber trees, are left entirely to 
th e serpents, apes and alligators. 
Between 
the highlands and the sea is a narrow 
strip of the most beautiful country th at the 
im agination can conceive, in w hich the 
therm om eter never rises above 80° or falls 
below 70°, and where oranges and pine­ 
apples are grown, besides a little corn, 
manioc, cotton and sugarcane. 
H erds of 
half-wild horses, and long-horned cattle 
roam the savannas, which 
are covered 
with tall, rank grass. 
Deer abound and 
various other small game and birds of 
brilliant plumage (but generally songless' 
as are most tropical birds), live perpetu­ 
ally in the suunv solitudes, undisturbed by 
change of season, and seem to be as en­ 
tirely w ithout fear as barnyard fowls, hav­ 
ing never learned the ways of man. 
Even Mosquitia has its export trade, 
consisting chiefly in cocoa, mahogany, 
ginger, 
sarsaparilla 
and 
tortoise-shell; 
but the entire commerce of the half- 
naked citizens does not am ount to much. 
The greater portion of the inhabitants are 
aboriginal Indians, hut among them are 
many undesirable neighbors who are a 
cross between the natives and runaway 
negroes. 
All told, they number not more 
than 15;000. 
H unting, fishing and sleep­ 
ing in th e warm sun seems to comprise 
their business in life. 
One thing I have noticed hereabouts 
th at is especially worthy of mention, viz.: 
th at those lazy jieople have discovered th at 
the fiber of the banana, usually consid­ 
ered utterly worthless elsewhere, is as good 
for most purposes—even better for many— 
than the best pita or hemp. Extending 
th e length of the body of the tree from ten 
to fifteen feet, each fiber may be divided 
into threads of silken fineness, and w ith no 
preparation, except drying, is used for 
lariats, ropes, shoe-strings, etc.

There is evidently a 
strife 
among 
w ealthy breeders to neglect nothing in 
the way of breeding and individual m erit 
th at money will command. 
On the same 
day th at one breeder was found willing to 
pay §51,000 for Bell Boy (2:191 at three 
years) another was found w illing to pay 
§50,000 for Stamboul (2:14}), the reason 
why these horses were sought at such 
prices m ainly consisting in th at abiding 
faith of the breeding fraternity th at the 
great horse in a great family is of all oth­ 
ers the best reliance upon which to de­ 
pend for transm itting speed in the future. 
T his theory has always led to the greatest 
success and it is expected th at it always 
will. 
As a rule it holds good, but it is n it 
infallible, because sometimes a scion of a 
great family, though great himself, fails to 
transm it as the theory implies th at he will. 
Again, a horse th at is seemingly an out­ 
sider may beat in th e stud one th at is in 
accord with the theory, but this does not 
necessarily clash w ith the theory, for the 
apparent outsider may be really a case in 
support of it. 
If he stands isolated as an 
exceptionally good horse in his family it 
may be th at his family never had a chance, 
and th at if they had had a chauee he 
would be surrounded by near relatives 
equally as great as himself. 
These excep­ 
tions are, therefore, nothing against 
validity of the theory. 
Take an instance in point: W hen it was 
supposed that Colonel H . S. Russell had 
bought Ansel, 2:20, by Electioneer, out of 
thoroughbred A nnette, by Lexington, the 
anti-thoroughbred people all declared th at 
he was outside of any im m ediate family of 
trotters, and therefore not likely to be 
successful sire. 
But it now turns out th at 
his dam was a full sister of W axy, by Lex 
iugton, that, being bred to G eneral Ben­ 
ton, produced a fast mare that, being bred 
to Electioneer, the sire of Ansel, produced 
Sunol, 2:18, the fastest two-year-old to 
date. 
T his shows a family likeness iu 
m erit and a tendency of Electioneer to hit 
w ith these sisters by Lexington. 
Now, if 
Ansel proves a successful sire he will be 
instanced as proving the theory of family 
prepotency and the tendency of especial 
blood lines to nick favorably, but had the 
pedigree of W axy, granddam of Sunol, uol 
been discovered, Ansel, if successful, would 
have been cited as a case against the 
theory. 
But it turned out th at Ansel d i i 
not fill the requirem ents of the term s of 
purchase, aud the sale fell through. Col­ 
onel Russell bought the great three-year 
old of last season, Edgemark, 2:11, at the 
reported- firice of §16,000. 
W hile this 
iiorse has no such immediate family as 
Bell Boy, he has, all things considered, 
proved himself as good an individual, 
since he has won ten races w ithout a miss 
and took his record of 2:21 early in No­ 
vember, as against Bell Boy’s 2:191 the 
last of December. 
Edgemark is full of 
trotting blood, and it is possible that, 
under favorable circumstances aud op­ 
portunity, 
lie 
m ight 
have had 
as 
great an array of good brothers and sisters 
as Bell Boy. 
Hence, his success or failure 
will be nothing against the soundness of 
the theory th at the great horse of a great 
family is the one to breed to. 
A t all 
events, this has 
swayed the breeding 
interest in running stock for the past two 
centuries, and is likely to follow in run­ 
ning and trotting stock as long as they are 
bred. 
W hile there is no apparent connection 
between the great prices obtained for 
Stamboul and Bell Boy, yet underneath 
the surface there is a coincidence regard­ 
ing their breeding th at goes to uphold the 
theory of the value of family and the 
nicking of strains. 
Stamboul and Bell 
Boy are the result of uniting almost ex­ 
actly the same blood elements in almost 
the 
same 
proportions. 
They 
were 
bred by different owners, who were in a 
sense rivals. 
The development of one was 
entirely disconnected with the develop­ 
m ent of the other. 
Each arose to the 
height of popularity th a t commands his 
great price, entirely independent of any 
intentional assistance 
from 
the other. 
Both “ got th e re ” by right of inherited 
power and skillful development. 
W hen 
we analyze the inheritance we find that 
Bell Boy is a grandson of Rysdyk’s H am - 
bletonian, through his son Electioneer, 
th at 
in 
some 
respects 
is 
the 
greatest 
of 
his 
great 
array 
of 
sons. 
Stamboul is also a grandson of 
Rysdyk’s 
Hambletoniau, 
through his 
daughter Fleetwing, th at as a producer 
was the greatest of his daughters, consid­ 
ering the m erits of the only three foals 
she lived to produce. 
Bell Boy got the 
Clay blood through the darn of 
Elee- 
tioneer, and Stamboul got it through the 
dam of Fleetwing. 
Bell Boy is a grand­ 
son of th at rem arkable sire, The Moor, 
through his greatest producing daughter, 
Beautiful Bells, 2:291. 
Stamboul is a 
grandson of The Moor through his greatest 
son, Sultan, 2:24, who, as a sire, has a 
larger representation in the 2:30 list than 
any sire ever accomplished at like age. 
There is one other great element in Bell 
Boy th at is a mine of power, and th at is 
M innehaha, the dam of Beautiful Bells. 
She produced four extra good trotters. She 
united the blood of Mambrino Chief and 
Cassius M .Clay. 
Now, singularly enough, 
Stamboul gets an equal amount of Mam- 
brino 
Chief 
through 
’he 
dam 
of 
Sultan, and the only deviation here is 
that he has a remote line of llam bletonian 
in place of the additional Clay strain in 
Bell Boy. 
Thus it appears th at the blood 
elements th at created the two great horses 
th at sold for such high prices were almost 
exactly the same, and though their order 
in the two pedigrees is reversed, the pro­ 
portion of any given strain is almost ex­ 
actly the same in both. 
Each horse in his 
way stands out conspicuously as an individ­ 
ual. 
Bell Boy was bred by Senator Stan­ 
ford and the other by L. j . Rose, both of 
California. 
Mr. Rose should also have 
credit to a certain extent ill the produc­ 
tion of Bell Boy, for he bred his dam, 
Beautiful Bells, and gave her her record, 
and he now has a t the head of his stud 
almost her counterpart in blood in Alca­ 
zar (2:201 a t five vears), th at is his beau 
ideal of all the horses he ever had.

“Is there no work done at the polls?” 
“There is absolutely no chance for any. 
As the voter passes into the poll-room he 
is handed a ballot. 
I t contains all the 
names of all the candidates. 
Pencils are at 
hand for his use. 
H e proceeds to indicate 
his choice by m arking the list. 
W hen it 
it is prepared he drops it in the box. 
No 
one but election officers and persons about 
to vote, who are preparing their ballots, 
are allowed in the room, or w ithin a speci­ 
fied distance of the polls. 
You can’t get 
in auy work there at all. 
T he campaigns 
outside are conducted much as you con­ 
duct them here, with speeches, parades, 
pam phlets aud flyers.” 
“Do you regard the system as having a 
salutary etlfect upon your elections?” 
“ We have used it" so long th at I can’t 
tell w hether it has created such an effect 
or not.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT SYSTEM. 


H ow it O p erates a s D escrib ed by a R est- 
d en t o f th iit C ountry.. 
An A ustralian, who is stopping at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, J . S. Morrison, con­ 
sented to-day to give a reporter same 
points about w hat is known xs the Aus­ 
tralian ballot system. 
The A ustralian 
law is the basis of the Saxton reform hill, 
and has been copied in Massachusetts, 
where it is to have a practical test. 
The 
charges of corruption during the recent 
campaign have been so prom inent th at at­ 
tention has been turned promptly to possi­ 
ble remedies. 
Mr. Morrison was asked if 
it was not possible to issue a ballot sim ilar 
to that provided by the State, hut already 
marked, so th at the voter could be con­ 
trolled w ithin party lines by the knowledge 
of iiow he was voting. 
H e replied: 
“There has l>een no such attem pt made 
w ith us, so I cannot say, except that it is 
my judgm ent th at it could not he done. If 
the make-up of the ticket and the color of 
the paper should get out an automatic reg­ 
iste! ing machine numbering each ballot as 
given out would prevent the successful 
issue of forged ballots. 
You Americans 
are very ingenious about such machinery, 
aud should have no difficulty in making 
fratki of the kind you suggest- an abso­ 
lute impossibility. O .ir nominations are 
made 
by 
announcement 
and 
; e ’i- 
tion. 
Any man 
may announce Jiiui- 
¡ self as a candidate. 
Then if b eget- suffi­ 
cient number of voters to sign his petition, 
hi- name is p'aced on the ofli ¡«1 ballot 
w ithout expense to him or his friends. 
done away with. 


M odern R o y a l R o a d to F a m e . 
L et it be remembered that there are 
three component parts in a dram atic ex­ 
hibition ; the author who writes, the actors 
who represent, aud the public th at re­ 
ceives and appreciates. 
Of these three the 
public is, in the estimation of the artists, 
the most im portant. 
And, indeed, it was 
so, when it exercised freely its powers of 
appreciation, and thus brought forward 
the great dram atists and the great actors, 
whose lives were ended when the press 
undertook to judge for the masses. In tact, 
it exercises no such universal sway, but the 
players believe it does; the dram atists re­ 
luctantly are led to believe so, too, for 
managers are misled by its praise or its 
censure to encourage or neglect according 
to its directions or its supposed influence. 
As a m atter of fact, it has never been able 
to kill a good play, or to injure irrem edi­ 
ably a good actor, because its chief power 
is exerted only during a very brief period, 
while the play or actors send forth a hulk 
of the spectators, n ig h t after night, to 
testify as to their merit. 
So the temi>o- 
rary impression of the press is overcome; 
but it does exercise such an influence 
that a poor entertainm ent is advertised 
into a 
success, and 
the 
career of a 
young artist, who may have some m erit, is 
destroyed by reckless censure or ribald 
abuse. 
W hen the artist discovered that 
there was a royal road to fame, and that 
success m ight be obtained by cultivating 
notoriety in type, he said to himself: 
“ Nineteen men out of twenty are fools. 1 
have no use for the tw entieth man. 
The 
nineteen help themselves to brains out of 
the newspapers, which are served fresh 
every morning. 
They shall serve me 
interleaved with the newspapers. 
Adver­ 
tisement is fame; advertisement is fortune. 
T he best advertisement is on the editorial 
page; instead of paying a dollar a line, let 
me capture the critic, for his name is 
‘ Boom.’” 
This state of aflkirs has de­ 
moralized the branch of art with which 1 
am hum bly connected, and 1 am informed 
that it has in a sim ilar m anner demoral­ 
ized other branches of art, in which even 
great men aspire to succeed by and thiough 
press notices rather than by public appre­ 
ciation and favor; or, to speak more 
correctly, they seek to obtain such public 
appreciation by favor of the press.—Dion 
Boucicault. 


J o h n B row n . 
T hat which was to make of him a figure 
in the world’s history lay unnoticed and 
mostly unknown in the quiet depths of his 
soul. 
The deed of his life sprang from a 
spirit as guileless, as pure, as true, aud as

Tender and soft as a girl who nestles in 
her m other’s lap, and yet every inch a 
m an; as ignorant of the power of actual 
facts as a herm it in the desert, and at the 
same tim e wonderfully fitted by nature 
and training to seize the best chance at 
first sight under the most difficult circum­ 
stances, and to accomplish the most with 
the smallest m eans; illogical a s a child, 
and yet following his own path as steadily 
as the sun ; with a horror of fighting, and 
yet offering up him self and his family in 
an insane war against the whole nation ; 
so tender-hearted that lie stakes and loses 
his own life and the life of his followers, 
of his sons-in-law and sons, merely to save 
a few straugers from their anxiety lest the 
train with their relatives should 
not 
arrive at the right time, and at the same 
time so terribly stern that he uncon­ 
ditionally approves a horrible five-fold 
m urder; never excited to revenge even by 
the worst injustice exercised towards him ­ 
self and toward those dearest to him, but 
goaded on to such a rage by the wrong 
done to the negro slaves, th at’he recklessly 
transgresses all positive law and only re­ 
cognizes as binding w hat he consideré to 
be God’s command—such is the portrait of 
the first man who died by the hand of the 
executioner for a political crime in the 
U nited States.— Dr. Hermann Von Holst.

IN NICARAGUA. 


MEANDERING IN THE TROPICS AND 
THEIR ATTRACTIONS. 


Som e Interesting Item s o f th e R e­ 
gion , and. C oncerning Kfosqnttia 
—A Negro “ K ing.”

j 
Thcngh only a few days’ sail from New 
York, and fewer from New Orleans, and 
just now of especial interest to the United 
Stares because it borders apon the pro­ 
posed ship-eanal, this portion of Nicaragua 
is almost a complete terra incognita to the 
world at large—notwithstanding that Eng­ 
land and Spain fought over two or three 
hundred years, varying the monotony of 
the contest by’ *.u occasional bout with the 
United States on the same subject. His­ 
tory is almost silent concerning it, telling 
us only that Columbas sighted the Mos­ 
quito coast in 1502, followed during the 
next hundred veare by several ether Span­ 
ish voyagers—every one of whom claimed 
to be the original discoverer. 
In 1(188 an old Dutch pirate named 
Esquetneline visited it, and two years later 
published a very queer book, detailing all 
the particulars of his “ discovery,” and in 
1714 a French pirate, De Lussau, pub­ 
lished his discovery of it. For more than 
a century it was the general rendezvous of 
English buceaueers and filibusters, all of 
whom were on intimate terms with the 
successive Governors 
of Jamaica, and 
shared with them their spoils., When the 
wars with Spain were brought to a close, so 
that it vas no longer possible to connive at 
frvebooting, these enterprising worthies 
determined to obtain possession of it in be­ 
half of the British crown. 
I t would be tedious to enumerate the 
ludicrous series of events by which these 
Eaglish “ agents”—many of them ex­ 
buccaneers, but acting under orders— 
pressed their pretended rights to this Mos­ 
quito coast. 
Under the British protect­ 
orate, one negro after another was crowned 
“ King,” and upheid in his office until the 
farce ended by the death of three consecu­ 
tive majesties, from over-indulgence in 
Jamaica rum. Sir Hans Sloan relates how 
one of these black “ K ings” was taken to 
Jamaica for the purpose of educating him, 
and that iiis royal highness escaped the 
!es on* by climbing to the top of a tree! 
in the spring of 1825 a miserable ci eat 
ure was selected from among these saV­ 
ages, and invested by the English simul­ 
taneously with his lirst pair of breeches 
and the title of “ King.” 
lioberi Charles 
Frederick I.—as this Sambo was respect­ 
fully addressed by the British agents—im­ 
mediately after donning the imperial pur­ 
ple (or, rather, blue jeans), proceeded to 
make over the entire coast of Nicaragua, 
Belize and Honduras to a company of 
capitalists, receiving in pay for this prince­ 
ly grant several barrels of Jamaica rum 
and a bundle of cotton pantaloons. Those 
barrels of rum, fortunately, proved too 
much for the delicate constitution of Rob 
ert Charles Frederick I., and before giving 
up the ghost he again transferred his King­ 
dom to Colonel McDonald, Superintend­ 
ent of Belize. His son, “ George William 
Clarence,” succeeded to the purple and 
was duly proclaimed King, while the Gov­ 
ernors of Nicaraugua and Honduras, on 
behalf of their distressed people, were 
making earnest but vain appeals to Great 
Brttaiu for redress. 
In 1848 two British war vessels steamed 
into the harbor of San Juan del Norte, 
tore down the Nicaraguan 
Hag, 
and 
changed the old name to that of Gray 
town, which it now hears. They also 
seized Tigre island, in the bay of Fonsrea, 
on the western side of Nicaragua, with a 
view to securing both ends of the inter- 
ooeauic route then proposed; but the latter 
scheme was in a measure thwarted by our 
energetic countryman, Hon. E. G. Squier, 
who was then Charge to Central America. 
Had our Uovernment reasserted and en­ 
forced the Monroe doctrine with its cus­ 
tomary promptness, the vexed questions 
down here would long before have been 
settled; but that precious document, the 
Bnlwer-Clayton treaty, bobbed up like 
Banquo’s ghost at every fresh outrage on 
the part of Britain. Not until 1800 was a 
permanent 
and sensible 
arrangement 
made, giving the islands and thelrdejiend- 
encies to the Republic of Honduras, and 
this Mm juitia coast to Nicaragua. 
The grants made by Robert Charles 
Frederick I., the drunken negro King, to 
the New York company of speculators, 
were taken to Europe, and actually made 
the basis of two or three attempts at 
colonization, all of which, however, ter­ 
minated with the death of the deluded 
emigrants from fever and other diseases of 
the timra caliente. 
Finally the grants 
found their way to New York, and into 
the hands of Mr. If. L. Kinney, who pur­ 
chased them conditionally, anil set on foot 
that short-lived enterprise known as the 
“ Kinney Expedition.” 
In the autumn of 
’55, this gentleman, accompanied by a 
number of eager 
adventurers, availed 
themselves of the grants and privileges 
thus purchased, proceeded to Gray town, 
and at once commenced the execution of 
their plans. Owing to difficulties then 
existing between officers of the “Accessory 
Transit Company” and the citizens of 
Gray town and vicinity, Mr. Kinney and 
his company met with unforseen difficul­ 
ties and discouragements; anil though 
their leader was soon afterward made 
Governor, most of the “ Kinney Colony” 
one by one deserted, to join tlie forces’ of 
General Walker, the filibuster, who by 
this time was making great pretensions iii 
Nicaragua, and at last Governor Kinnev 
himself departed in haste, “ between two 
days,” with his name indorsed oil another 
man’s passport. 
Mosquitia proper, beyond a narrow strip 
of swampy coast, is one of the loveliest 
countries under the sun—a regular ideal 
Acadia, with the bluest skies, the balmiest 
airs, the grandest mountains, and endless 
summer, without excessive heat. The lat­ 
ter fact is owing to its mountainous char­ 
acter, the western portion being traversed 
by a lofty chain striking across the country 
from north to south, furnishing the source 
of several ini|«.rtant rivers, all of which 
flow into the Caribbean Sea. The largest 
of these are the Runyan ami Aguan rivers, 
tlie (Quinto, Segovia and Escondida. 
The remarkably fertile soil produces the 
most luxuriant tropic vegetation, includ­ 
ing all the staples of the West ludies, 
immense quantities of mahogany and 
other valuable timber, dye woods, drugs, 
etc. 
Along the sea the hot and humid 
coast is unhealthy enough to kill even a 
Jamaica negro; but in the highlands it is 
about like New England May from year to 
year, and so salubrious that the natives 
find it difficult to die at the good old age 
of ninety years. 
In fact they don’t seem 
to die here—they wither up anil dry, 
like walking mummies. Though doubtless 
they have them somewhere, I have not vet 
seen a cemetery in Mosquitia; hut I have 
seen peocle who are known to be more 
than one hundred years old, and met one 
man who looked to be seventy, who begged 
me to look up his grandfather, living near 
Blewfields. 
Valuable minerals are said to abound in 
the interior of the territory, and all alcng 
the coasts great quantities of the finest 
tortoise shell are found. 
About the onlv 
Inhabitants are the native Mosquitians— 
an active and during race for Central 
Americans, tolerably expert in tlie use of 
fir ¿arms. 
Land cannot now be bought within the 
Mosquitia reservation, but can be leased at 
the rate of three cents per acre, for a term 
not exceeding fifty years. 
This land is 
well adapted to the cultivation of fruit*, 
the same as in Florida. John S. Augus­ 
tine, United States Consul at Blewfields 
<savs that much profit might be easily de­ 
rived from the cultivation of bananas 
alone, and that none need to fear to find 
au unhealthy country, for from Blewfields, 
to Lake Nicaragua sickness of any kind is 
almost unknown. 
The coast line, with its innumerable 
bays and lagoons (among which are many 
good harbors), is particularly well adapted i 
to the cultivation of rice. 
At present the 
rwnmpy sections covered with dense for-1 


exts, in which are fortunes for the hardy 
In the shape of the most valuable dye 
woods and timber trees, are left entirely to 
the serpents, apes and alligators. 
Between 
the highlands and the sea is a narrow 
strip of the most beautiful country that the 
imagination can conceive, in which the 
thermometer never rises above 80° or falls 
below 70°, and where oranges and pine­ 
apples are grown, besides a little corn, 
manioc, cotton and sugarcane. 
Herds of 
half-wild horses, and long-horned cattle 
roam the savannas, which are covered 
with tall, rank grass. Deer abound and 
various other small game and birds of 
brilliant plumage (but generally songless' 
as are most tropical birds), live perpetu­ 
ally in the sunny solitudes, undisturbed by 
change of season, and seem to he as en­ 
tirely without fear as barnyard fowls, hav­ 
ing never learned the ways of man. 
Even Mosquitia has its export trade, 
consisting chiefly in cocoa, mahogany, 
ginger, sarsaparilla 
and tortoise-shell; 
but the entire commerce of the half- 
naked citizens does not amouut to much. 
The greater portion of the inhabitants are 
aboriginal Indians, but among them are 
many undesirable neighbors who are a 
cross between the natives and runaway 
negroes. 
All told, they number not more 
than 15;0OO. Hunting, fishing and sleep­ 
ing in the warm sun seems to comprise 
their business in life. 
One thing I have noticed hereabouts 
that is especially worthy of mention, viz.: 
that those lazy people have discovered that 
tlie fiber of the banana, usually consid­ 
ered utterly worthless elsewhere, is as good 
for most purposes—even better for mauv— 
than the best pita or hemp. Extending 
■the length of the body of the tree from ten 
to fifteen feet, each fiber may be divided 
into threads of silken fineness, and with no 
preparation, except drying, is used for 
lariats, ropes, shoe-strings, etc.

There is evidently a strife 
among 
wealthy breeders to neglect nothing in 
the way of breeding and individual merit 
that money will command. On the same 
day that one breeder was found willing to 
pay §51,000 for Bell Boy (2:19.1 at three 
years) another was found willing to pay 
850,000 for Stamboul (“2:145), the reason 
why these horses were sought at such 
prices mainly consisting in that abiding 
faith of the breeding fraternity that the 
great horse in a great family is of all oth­ 
ers the best reliance upon which to de­ 
pend for transmitting speed in the future. 
Tiiis theory has always led to the greatest 
success aud it is expected that it always 
will. As a rule it holds good, but it is n it 
infallible, because sometimes a scion of a 
great family, though great himself, fails to 
transmit as the theory implies that he will. 
! Again, a horse that is seemingly an out­ 
sider may beat in the stud one that is in 
accord with the theory, but this does not 
necessarily clash with the theory, for the 
apparent outsider may be really a case in 
support of it, 
If he stands isolated as an 
exceptionally good horse in his family it 
may he that his family never had a chance, 
and that if they bad had a chance he 
would he surrounded by near relatives 
equally as great as himself. These excep­ 
tions are, therefore, nothing against the 
validity of the theory. 
Take an instance in point: When it was 
supposed that Colonel 11. S. Russell had 
bought Ansel, 2:20, by Electioneer, out of 
thoroughbred Annette, by Lexington, the 
anti-thoroughbred people all declared that 
he was outside of any immediate family of 
trotters, and therefore not likely to be 
successful sire. 
But it now turns out that 
his dam was a full sister of Waxy, by Lex­ 
ington, that, being bred to General Ben­ 
ton, produced a fast mare that, being bred 
to Electioneer, the sire of Ansel, produced 
Sunol, 2:18, the fastest two-year-old to 
date. This shows a family likeness in 
merit and a tendency of Electioneer to hit 
with these sisters by Lexington. 
Now, if 
Ansel proves a successful sire he will be 
instanced as proving the theory of family 
prepotency and the tendency of especial 
blood lines to nick favorably, but had the 
pedigree of Waxy, granddam of Sunol, not 
been discovered, Ansel, if successful, would 
have been cited as a ease against the 
theory. 
But it turned out that Ansel did 
not till the requirements of the terms of 
purchase, and the sale fell through. Col­ 
onel Russell bought the great three-year 
old of last season, Edgemark, 2:11, at the 
rejiorted price of 816,000. 
While this 
horse has no such immediate family as 
Bell Boy, he has, all things considered, 
proved himself as good an individual, 
since he has won ten races without a miss 
and took his record of 2:21 early in No­ 
vember, as against Bell Boy’s 2:191 the 
last of December. 
Edgemark is full of 
trotting blood, and it is possible that, 
under favorable circumstances and op­ 
portunity, 
he 
might 
have had 
as 
great an array of good brothers and sisters 
as Bell Boy. 
Hence, his success or failure 
will be nothing against the soundness of 
the theory that the great horse of a great 
family is the one to breed to. At all 
events, this has 
swayed the breeding 
interest in tunning stock for the past two 
centuries, and Is likely to follow in run­ 
ning and trotting stock as long as they are 
bred. 
While there is no apparent connection 
between the great prices obtained for 
Stamboul and Bell Boy, yet underneath 
the surface there is a coincidence regard­ 
ing their breeding that goes to uphold the 
theory of the value of family and the 
nicking of strains. Stamboul* and Bell 
Boy are the result of uniting almost ex­ 
actly the same blood elements in almost 
the 
same 
proportions. 
They were 
bred by different owners, who were in a 
sense rivals. The development of one was 
entirely disconnected with the develop­ 
ment of the other. 
Eacli arose to the 
height of popularity that commands his 
great price, entirely independent of any 
intentional assistance from the other. 
Both “ got th ere” by right of inherited 
power and skillful development. 
When 
we analyze the inheritance we find that 
Beil Boy is a grandson of Rysdvk’s Ilatn- 
bletonian, through his son Electioneer, 
that 
in 
some 
resjiects 
is 
the 
greatest 
of 
his 
great 
array 
of 
sons. Stamboul is also a grandson of 
Rysdyk’s 
Hambletoniau, 
through his 
daughter Fleetwing, that as a producer 
was the greatest of his daughters, consid­ 
ering the merits of the only three foals 
she lived to produce. 
Bell Boy got the 
Clay blood through tlie dam of Elec­ 
tioneer, and Stamboul got it through the 
dam of Fleetwing. 
Bell Boy is a grand­ 
son of that remarkable sire, The Moor, 
through his greatest producing daughter, 
Beautiful Bells, 2:29j. 
Stamboul is a 
grandson of The Moor through his greatest 
son, Sultan, 2:24, who, as a sire, lias a 
larger representation in the 2:30 list than 
any sire ever accomplished at like age 
There is one other great element in Bell 
Boy that is a mine of power, and that is 
Minnehaha, the dam of Beautiful Bells. 
She produced four extra good trotters. She 
united the blood of Mambrino Chief and 
Cassius M. Clay. Now, singularly enough, 
Stamboul gets an equal amount "of Mam- 
brino 
Chief 
through 
*he 
dam 
of 
Sultan, and the only deviation here is 
that he has a remote line of Hanibletonian 
in place of the additional Clay strain in 
Bell Boy. 
Thus it appears that the blood 
elements that created the two great horses 
that sold for such high prices were almost 
exactly the same, and though their order 
in the two jiedigrees is reversed, the pro­ 
portion of any given strain Ls almost ex­ 
actly the same in both. 
Each horse in his 
way stands out conspicuously as an individ­ 
ual. 
Bell Boy was bred by Senator Stan­ 
ford and the other by L. j . Rose, both of 
California. Mr. Rose should also have 
credit to a certain extent in the produc­ 
tion of Bell Boy, for he bred his dam, 
Beautiful Bells, and gave her her record, 
and lie now has at the head of his stud 
almost her counterpart in blood in Alca­ 
zar (2:201 nt five years), that is his beau 
ideal of all the horses he ever had.

Beautiful Bells.

M odern R o y al R o a d to F am e. 
Let it be remembered that there are 
three component parts in a dramatic ex­ 
hibition ; the author who writes, the actors 
who represent, and the public that re­ 
ceives aud appreciates. Of these three the 
public is, in the estimation of the artists, 
the most important. 
And, indeed, it was 
so, when it exercised freely its powers of 
appreciation, and thus brought forward 
the great dramatists and the great actors, 
whose lives were ended when the press 
undertook to judge for the masses. In tact, 
it exercises no such universal sway, but the 
players believe it does; the dramatists re­ 
luctantly are led to believe so, too, for 
managers are misled by its praise or its 
censure to encourage or neglect according 
to its directions or its supposed influence. 
As a matter of fact, it 4i«is never been able 
to kill a good play, or to injure irremedi­ 
ably a good actor, because its chief power 
is exerted only during a very brief period, 
while the play or actors send forth a bulk 
of the spectators, night after night, to 
testify as to their merit. 
So the temjio- 
rary impression of the press is overcome; 
but it doe3 exercise such an influence 
that a poor entertainment is advertised 
into a success, and tlie career of a 
young artist, who may heve some merit, is 
destroyed by reckless fcensure or ribald 
abuse. 
When the artUl discovered that 
there was a royal road to fame, and that 
success might be obtained by cultivating 
notoriety in type, he (said to himself: 
“ Nineteen men out of twenty are fools. I 
have no use for the twentieth man. Tlie 
nineteen help themselves to brains out of 
the newspapers, which ■ are served fresh 
every morning.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT SYSTEM. 


H ow it O p erates a s D escrib ed by a R esi­ 
d en t o f th a t C ountry. 
An Australian, who is stopping at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, J. S. Morrison, con­ 
sented to-day to give a reporter same 
[joints about what is known as the Aus­ 
tralian ballot system. 
The Australian 
law is the basis of the Saxton reform hill, 
and has lieen copied in Massachusetts, 
where it is to have a practical test. The 
charges of corruption during the recent 
campaign have been so prominent that at­ 
tention lias been turned promptly to possi­ 
ble remedies. 
Mr. Morrison was asked if 
it was not possible to issue a ballot similar 
to that provided by the State, but already 
marked, so that the voter could be con­ 
trolled within party lines by the knowledge 
of how he was voting. He replied: 
“There has been no such attempt made 
with us so I cannot say, except that it is 
my judgment that it could not be done. If 
the make-up of the ticket and the color of 
the jiajier should get out an automatic reg­ 
istering machine uumiieriiig each ballot as 
given out would prevent the successful 
issue of forged ballot*. 
You Americans

THE MANGO MIBACLE AND THE 


MYSTERIOUS CONGO MFALIE. 


A N autical P uzzle—The Dartm oor 
Tailor's New Suit—A H orseshoe 
Club—A Lucky Lordling

T he contemplated additions to the B rit­ 
ish navy wiil give rise to many problems 
in naval architecture which are but im per­ 
fectly understood even by professed ex­ 
perts. 
One of these has recently been pre­ 
figured in the hitch th at has arisen in the 
course of constructing two of her Majesty’s 
warships, the Bellona and the Barham. 
Both are protected cruisers of the third- 
class, and are intended to be armed with 
quick-firing and machine-guns exclusively. 
T hey carry no great weight of armor, but 
rely for protection to their engines, on a 
steel deck, and the thickness of coal which 
fills the space between the sides and the 
boilers. 
Here, however, comes the diffi­ 
culty. 
The engineers assert that unless 
an aperture is cut in the protective steel 
deck they cannot get at their supplies of 
coal, and that hence it will be impossible 
to keep up steam. 
The naval construct­ 
ors, however, won’t hear of this, contend­ 
ing that to im pair the integrity of the 
deck would balk the very purpose for 
w hich it was fitted. 


Everybody has heard of the celebrated 
East ! ndian mango trick, where a seed of 
this plant drop¡>ed into a flower-pot filled 
with earth is made to shoot, blossom, and 
bear fruit, all w ithin the tim e it takes to 
say “ Jack Robinson.” 
Everybody, how­ 
ever, is not aware th at the occult power 
which has made the mango miracle more 
famous than tiie liqHifartion of the blood 
of St. .Tanuarius, is duplicated in the heart 
of Africa. 
Mangoes don’t grow in Africa, 
but mealies do, and the latter can be com­ 
pelled from the vegetable kernel by the 
same process and incantations as are suc­ 
cessful in the well known case of the fruit. 
(1. \\ ilmot Brooke, who has recently re­ 
turned from the Congo, vouches for the 
following conjuring feat, which he wit­ 
nessed with “his own eyes,” confirming the 
impression of 6ight by a subsequent refer­ 
ence to touch and taste. 
“If mealies were 
wanted, she (a black sorceress) would 
plant a grain of maize in the earth and 
gaze steadfastly upon the place, her lips 
mcving, but no audible sound issuing from 
them . 
In a few minutes a bright green 
shoot would come up, which grew and 
grew, and in five minutes time was a con­ 
siderable tuft of mealies (a variety of 
maize), every head ripe and fit for use. She 
would gather these and boil them for our 
dinner, but I always noticed th at w ithin 
half an hour the stalks, leaves, etc., of the 
plant had turned black, wet and rotten, 
although the food was satisfactory.” 


There seems to l>e a close kinship be­ 
tween these rem arkable feats, and while 
that of the mealie plant may possibly be 
“a traveler’s tale,” and nothing more, the 
mango trick has been known to two gener­ 
ations of Europeans, and up till now has 
resisted all attem pts to explain it. 
It was 
once the privilege of the w riter to witness 
a performance of the mango feat, on the 
deck of a P. and O. steamer lying at 
anchor off the port of M adras' 
The 
audience, including most of the officers of 
the ship and several passengers, was a 
fairly critical one, and the platform, a teak 
deck, em inently unsuited for collusion or 
trickery. W ith a minim um of preparation, 
the jugglers placed a flower-pot filled with 
earth in the middle of the deck, their 
actions being closely watched by the Cap­ 
tain and spectators. 
In the flower-pot, a 
mango pip was thrust, and the pot and 
seed covered with a shawl, borrowed for 
the purpose from a lady passenger. 
The 
charm commenced by the m uttering of an 
incantation by one of the jugglers, his 
fellow doing nothing except keeping his 
eyes rivetted on the shawl, from whence 
they were never removed. 
In a few min­ 
utes the shawl was seen to rise for several 
inches, and on removing it, a rooted yonng 
mango plant was to be seen. 
Over this 
juggler Xo. 2 threw the shawl again, this 
tim e withdrawing it from a fully grown 
mango tree, w ith the fruit and foliage “as 
natural as life.” Once more the shawl was 
thrown over the tree, and at the appropri­ 
ate incantation it sank into the soil, leav­ 
ing no trace of the wonder except the 
origin.d seed. 


A T hirteen Club has recently been 
started in London with the object of ex­ 
ploding the superstition which clings to 
th at avowedly unlucky number. 
To show 
th eir contempt for its influence, the mem­ 
ber- of iliis association hold their meetings 
on the thirteenth of every month, meet in 
committees of thirteen, and pledge them- 
se!vc- to do everything in their power to 
bring the mystic group of numerals into 
ridicule. 
W ar on the baker's dozen how­ 
ever forms only a small part of the pro­ 
gram m e of these sociable iconoclasts, who, 
by their articles of meml>ership stand 
comm itted to expose and ridicule all man­ 
ner of popular superstitions. 
If the mem­ 
bers adhere to their programme they will 
walk under ladders, spill salt at table, dine 
there in parties of thirteen, and cross their 
knives and forks, and generally do and re­ 
frain from doing a number of acts, all of 
them supposed to l»e pregnant with good 
or ill hick. 
A much needed supplement 
to this very sensible movement is a “horse­ 
shoe club,” loyalty to which should con­ 
sist in disparaging the silly superstition of 
attaching horseshoes to doors, even carry­ 
ing tlie crusade the length of refusing to 
enter a door over which a horseshoe is 
nailed. 


T he notorious Tichborne claim ant has 
been lecturing at Newcastle on the subject 
of his everlasting claims, which increasing 
years and corpulency are powerless to de­ 
ter him from advocating. 
For his per­ 
sistency in airing these in the past, the 
unfortunate propounder got two cumula­ 
tive sentences of seven years apiece passed 
on him in recognition of his ability as an 
imposter. 
A lluding to that trial, Thomas 
Castro said th at it had cost his friends 
£000,(XX) to defend him, and that during 
his cross-examination 11,900 
questions 
were put to him, out of which he answered 
9,300 correctly. 
Undeterred by past re­ 
verses, the lecturer told his audience that 
he was going to try his luck again, aud 
that already £150,000 had been subscribed 
bv sympathizers to enable him to re- 
comtuunce his suit. 
The present seems a 
verv propitious time for this movement, 
for now that the Times' case has collapsed, 
sensationalism in the B ritish law Courts is 
at its ebb, and there are many who would 
hail a revival of the Tichborne trial with 
the fervor that anim ated a bygone genera­ 
tion of forensic scandal-mongers. 


“To him th at hath shall be given.” Sel­ 
dom has the truth of this scriptural dic­ 
tum l>een more forcibly illustrated than in 
the instance of a recent marriage in high 
life celebrated in London. 
The presents 
showered on the bride and bridegroom on 
this occasion were less rem arkable for their 
num ber and costliness than for the utter 
uselessness of many of them when the sex 
of the recipient is borne in mind. 
Out of 
the 600 odd presents given to Lord W illiam 
N eville and his Countess, one would have 
thought that the donors wonld

Against all this ill-chosen 
splendor, neither Lord W illiam or his 
Ladv seems to have protested, apparently 
Bein'* of the opinion th a t a surfeit of good 
tilings is impossible.

L etters came straggling by chance ships 
from China, Valparaiso, Callao and the 
Sandwich Islands. 
The A djutant-General 
of the army, aiterw rds from W ashington 
sent across land, by K it Carson, F. X. A u­ 
brey and Roubideaux, a few official letters 
once a year, by way of Fort Leavenworth, 
Santa Fe, Los Angeles, etc., starting usu­ 
ally in September of each year, and reach­ 
ing our headquarters at M onterey in May of 
the following year. This was the surest and 
most expeditious way wein California could 
receive letters from our Eastern friends in 
1347, 184S and part of 1849. 
As soon as 
General S. W. Kearney Lad established 
his headquarters at Monterey (March, 
1847), he ordered the Q uarterm aster, Cap­ 
tain Folsom, at Yerba Buena (now San 
Francisco), .to establish a semi-monthly 
mail 
from 
San 
Francisco 
to 
San 
Iliego, 
a distance 
of 
five 
hundred 
miles. 
Captain 
Lolsom 
divided 
the 
route into four parts—San Francisco to 
Monterey, M onterey to Dana’s (Nepoma), 
Dana’s to Los Angeles, and Los Angeles 
to San Diego. 
This was the first regular 
mail route ever established on the Pacific 
Coast. 
General Kearuev, in May, 1847, 
returned to what we then called the 
U nited States, leaving Colonel R. 
B. 
Mason, First Dragoons, in his place and 
me as his Adjutant-General. 
A ll reports, 
messages, ete., came to me, and I had a 
small adobe house, with a negro boy, 
“ Jim ,” who was supposed to take care of 
me. 
The m ail-rider from M onterey was 
an old trapper, Jim Beikworth. a counter­ 
p art of Jim Bridger, except that Beck- 
worth was a cross between a voyageur of 
Canada and a Crow Indian, and was, in my 
estimate, one of the best chroniclers of 
events on the plains that I have ever en­ 
countered, though his reputation for ve­ 
racity was not good.— General W. T. Shei'- 
man.

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American Agriculture. 
The skill of the American farmer, sup­ 
plied as he is with the most ingenious and 
graceful and effective machinery, has be­ 
come an object of adm iration and im ita­ 
tion. 
The well-organized home of the 
American farmer is looked upon as a 
model. The place tilled in the community 
by the American farmer is considered so 
im portant and honorable th at other na­ 
tions inquire how it has been attained. 
The crops of the American farmer are 
looked upon as so sure that all anxiety 
witli regard to the supply of food for peo­ 
ple less favored has passed away. 
The 
rapid growth of agriculture in Amer­ 
ica may be made more apparent 
by 
recurring to its condition in this country 
three-quarters of a century ago. 
A t that 
tim e the plows were usually made by the 
village 
blacksmith 
and ' wheelwright. 
Shovel factories were few and small. G rain- 
harvesters, reapers, mowers, tedders and 
horse rakes were unknown. The me Jian i- 
cal enterprise engaged in producing these 
and other improved implements of hus­ 
bandry during all these years has been 
untiring, and the result has been surpris­ 
ing. In one year the patents issued for im ­ 
provements in agricultural m achinery ex­ 
ceeded one thousand, of which thirty-six 
were for rakes, a hundred and sixty for 
hay and grain harvesters and attachments, 
167 for seed-planters and drills, th irty for 
hay and straw-cutters, ninety for cultivat­ 
ors, seventy-three for bee-hives, 160 for 
plows and attachm ents. 
Meanwhile, the 
vast increase of production, to which ref­ 
erence has already been made, indicates 
also the skill and eiicrgy of those who are 
engaged in the various branches of agri­ 
culture. 
This unusual and extraordinary 
growth which has thus far attended Amer­ 
ican agriculture is due not only to the di­ 
versity of the soil and climate, the rapid 
increase of population, and the vast im­ 
provement in agricultural machinery, but 
also to the independent ownership of land 
which characterizes American institutions. 
It were not easy to tell the strength and 
stim ulus which come through the owner­ 
ship of tiie soil to him who occupies it, 
has fixed his home upon it, and looks 
to it 
for 
his 
means 
of subsistence. 
The 
proportion 
of 
land-holders 
in 
the U nited States to the aggregate pop­ 
ulation is great, and it is significant when 
we consider the responsibilities resting 
upon them and the opportunities they 
possess.— North American lier'iew. 


Woodpeckers In Winter.

sheltered from cold and storms.

woodpeckers “peck” at times merely as a 
signal to their companions? 
Last spring 
* observed a downy woodpecker mount 
the top of a telegraph pole and tap several 
times with great vigor and then listen 
attentively. 
This was repeated several 
times, and finally an answer came from 
quite a distance. 
T he woodpecker then 
beat quite a lively tattoo and was soon 
joined by a female, apparently, and the 
pair immediately made off. "Upon exam­ 
ination with a good glass the wood ap­ 
peared perfectly sound, and I was led to 
infer th at the bird was not engaged in 
seeking for food at the tim e, but was sim­ 
ply rapping a signal for a companion.

If you are building a house, or can 
achieve it in an old oue, let no drain be 
untler any part of your house. 
A house in which children and servants 
are often ailing w ith sore throat, headache 
or diarrluea is probably wrong in its drain­ 
age. 
If you are tenants, and your landlord 
refuses to remedy the evil, do it at your 
own cost rather than allow your family to 
be ill. 
It is the duty of every householder to 
ascertain for him self w hether his own 
house be free or not from the well-known 
dangers to health. 
This duty, im perative at all times, is of 
surpassing urgency in a house where a 
woman is about to become a mother, or 
a surgical operation is about to be |>er- 
formed. 
As a rule the soundness of sanitary ar­ 
rangements of a bouse is taken for granted, 
and never questioned until a “drain-be­ 
gotten” illness has broken out. 
In other 
words, we employ illness aud death. 
Scamped drain-work is one of the most 
dangerous of the sanitary flaws of new 
buildings. 
It is also one óf the most com­ 
mon and one of the most difficult to detect, 
and is rarely found out except by the Ill­ 
ness it produces. 
If a rat appears through the floor of 
your kitchen or cellar, and a strong cur­ 
rent of air blows from the rat-hole when 
chimneys are acting and the windows and 
doors of the house are shut, feel sure th at 
som ething is wrong w ith the drain. 
If there is a smell of drains in your 
house, or a damp place in the wall near 
which a waste pipe or a soil pipe runs, or 
a damp place in the cellar or kitchen floor 
near a drain or a tank, let no tim e be lost 
in laying bare the pipes or drains until 
th e cause be detected. 
If you are about to buy or rent a house, 
be it old or new, take care, before yon 
complete your bargain, to ascertain tiie 
soundness of the sanitary arrangements 
with no less care and anxiety than you 
would exercise in testing the soundness of 
a horse before you purchased it. 
A landlord may reasonably look for in­ 
terest on the money which he spends for 
the lienefit of his te n a n t; hut he is com­ 
m itting little short of m anslaughter if, by 
refusing to rectify sanitary defects in his 
property, he saves his own |>ocket at the 
expense of the health and lives of his ten­ 
ants. 
W herever gas from sewers, or the ema­ 
nations from a leaky drain, a cesspool, or 
a fouled well, make their way into a house, 
the inmates are in im m inent danger of an 
outbreak of typhoid fever, diphtheria, or 
other febrile ailments classed together un­ 
der the term of “ zymotic,” not to speak of 
minor illness and depressed vitality, the 
connection of which w ith sewer gas is now 
fully established. 
Sewer gas enters a 
honse most rapidly at night, when outer 
doors and windows are shut, and is then 
more potent in contam inating the meat, 
the m ilk and the drinking water, and in 
isoning the inm ates.— London 
Health

against abuses. Whenever the public at­ 
tention has been withdrawn from any of 
the institutions conducted by the State, 
abuses grow up. Underlying political so­ 
ciety there is the constant intluenee of the 
place-hunter, the professional politician, 
t:.e efiorts and the activities of those who 
make politics a trade. W ithdraw the pub­ 
lic attention from the prisons and the 
asylums, and machine i>olitics gradually 
acquires control, until the institutions of 
the State are subservient to the purposes 
of the place-hunters. There is no State 
institution capable of exerting an influence 
for .good or lor e.vil equal to that exerted 
by a State penitentiary. W ithdrawn from 
the attention of the public, and it is at 
once withdrawn from the governing influ­ 
ence of public sentiment. A Republic is 
simply a government of public opinion, 
and the prison management hiding in 
shadows, avoiding investigation and rele­ 
gated to obscurity by public indiflference, 
will generate abuses. If charges against a 
prison management are proven false it is 
better that the charges should have been 
made than that the great corrective of 
public opiuion should not have been 
brought to bear in the case. Assembly­ 
man Storke has, therefore, performed a 
public service by challenging in a most 
signal, if not sensational, way public sen­ 
timent to the penal institutions of the 
State. 
He deserves 
well in public 
estimation for his manly courage. 
A

will 
await 
the 
verdict 
of 
inquiry. 
It 
does 
not follow before hearing, that deter 
mination of fault must necessarily be the 
result. Therefore, when parties accused 
abuse those who have precipitated the 
necessity for investigation, they do not 
produce a public opiniou favorable to con­ 
clusions of innocence on their part. We 
are, therefore, extremely sorry to find 
Warden McComb, m his report to the 
State Board of Prison Directors which met 
on the 1:1th instant at San (Quentin, meas­ 
urably forestalling the verdict of the in­ 
vestigation to be conducted under the aus­ 
pices of the (iovernor in the following, 
which is extracted from the report: “ I 
shall only briefly allude to the sensation 
created in the Assembly by the reading of 
the forged and stolen letters, as the whole 
matter will l>c thoroughly investigated by 
the Governor, when the wicked and crimi- 
intl conspirators will find themselves before 
a regularly constituted Court, and the pub­ 
lic will have an opportunity to hear the 
other side.’’ 
T his characterization of those who have 
hr -.cht on the investigation of prison 
matters .is wicked and criminal conspira- 
t :s. is in a measure a denial of the right 
of ¡.ny one to bring on an investigation 
inio an institution which is amenable to 
public control. Moreover, the statement 
that these “wicked and criminal conspira­ 
tor- ’ will fid themselves l>efore a regu­ 
larly constituted Court, is menacing in 
tone 
and 
calculated 
to 
lead the 
“w: ked and criminal conspirators” to 
tile belief that they are to be liefiie 
an unfriendly Court. What is said by ti e 
Warden is of less consequence than the 
spirit in which it is said. It has the tone 
of a prediction that in some measure the 
Court to he held is to lie so held for the 
purpose of punishing those who have 
.-ought an investigation of prison matters. 
It is also amenable to the charge of iu 
dulging in a confidence that the Court to 
be held is friendly to the existing prison 
management, and, above all, has in it a 
tone of intimidation, not calculated to in­ 
spire confidence in those who allege, as 
they have a right to do, if they lielievc the 
allegations to be true, that abuses have 
grown up in the administration of prison 
.iftairr. if a hearing is to he held for the 
I urpose of determining the truth, and with 
the sole object of arriving at the truth, what­ 
ever it may he, the vaunting prediction of 
triumph on the part of either party is 
without warrant. We prefer to rest in the 
belief that the investigation to be held is 
to lie held with the sole object of 
eliciting the truth. Every public in­ 
terest demands that this should he 
so; nor will 
any other object or 
purfKwe lie of the slightest avail. The 
spirit, the object and purpose of a Court 
are not things concealed from the observa­ 
tion of men. The public instinct in these 
matters is completely unerring. We are, 
therefore, extremely sorry that the W ar­ 
den should have promulgated, in the spirit 
and tone which he has seen fit to adopt, 
this denunciation of those who havesought 
to have the State Prisons investigated, 
and this forecast of the discomfiture which 
inev'tably awaits them.

The crimes against 
the ballot-box are among the most heinous 
known to our system, for they strike at the 
portals of the citadel of our liberties. 
The act that criminally negatives an 
honest ballot is that of robbery. It robs 
some citizen of the most sacred right he 
enjoys—the right to a voice in determining 
the order and character of the govern­ 
ment under which he must live. There 
is, therefore, no crime that deserves to be 
more severely punished, or that should he 
more diligently searched out. Common 
justice demands that judgment should be 
suspended in the particular case referred 
to, until a full, fair and unbiased judicial 
investigation can he had. The people will 
not consent that any innocent man shall 
be punished, nor will they tolerate any 
weakness of endeavor to unearth crime 
against the ballot, or to administer pun­ 
ishment to the guilty. 


T h e San Francisco Call asks, “ Is art de­ 
clining?” and answers negatively. 
This 
is a true response. The study of art is 
more general to-day than at any previous 
time in modern history. It may be that 
it is not as thorough; just now, and it is 
true that a great deal is palmed off in the 
name of art that is b*se metal. It is true 
also that there is not that quick apprecia­ 
tion by the masses olj high art work and 
its influence in the scheme of civilization 
that corresponds to public interest in the 
progressive marches of science and in in­ 
vention. But that ait is declining is not 
true, for the product* of its disciples are 
in evidence to the contrary. The world 
turns more to commerce just now than to 
art, but neither does that indicate a de­ 
cline. Art is one of <the units of civiliza­ 
tion and does not suffer retrogression. It 
may appear at times that there is a de­ 
cadence, hut such apparent retrogressive 
movements are only incidents, temporary 
vibrations, and do not indicate a turning 
back upon the path. The movement of 
human activity is forward, and must so 
continue, and it is therefore impossible 
that art, one of the elements of progress; 
oan suffer real decadence. 


A LAY SERMON.” 


A correspondent, whose }>erceptions are 
from the focal standpoint of truth, writes 
from San Francisco concerning the effort of 
the people of this community to elevate, re­ 
fine and advance the public taste, and some­ 
what withdraw public and private thought 
from the friction of the strife for mere 
gain, to the contemplation of other pur­ 
poses of our being.

very considerable number of our jieople in 
the direction indicated. 
The paper commands respect for the 
sincerity of its tone, and admiration for 
the penetration cf its author, and the fine 
admixture of vigor and gentleness that 
characterizes it. It will serve, let us hope, 
loo encourage to tireless labors and re­ 
newed energy, every person who is or may 
be engaged in the effort to make the full­ 
est and best possible use of the fortunate 
art jiossessious of the city, which have 


W h e n the New York Sun said, as it did 
the other day, that the country has yet to 
learn just what kind of a man President 
Harrison is, it uttered the thought of most 
people. He is not, evidently, going to be 
a President of sensations, but he certainly 
will prove one of surprises—surprises in 
the way of independence, and of freedom 
from party domination, and of perfect in­ 
diflference to throats and intimidation. 
Even the New York Tunes, which tip- 
tilted its lofty nose at Harrison the candi­ 
date, is forced by conviction to admit that 
Harrison, the President, will 1 e “ a safe 
man.” Well, that is what the country 
wants—the safe man, in whom it can re­ 
lióse trust unreservedly. But we read the 
indications of his character with poor re­ 
sults if he does not prove as resolute as lie 
is s a f e ; as courageous in civil as lie was in 
military life; as discreet and self-con­ 
tained as President as he was as a lawyer; 
and as great a terror to veuality : public 
office a s lie was to the foes of the Luion in 
the field. 


I t is so very seldom that the New York 
Herald says a really good thing that we do 
n o t resist the temptation to quote from it 
this bit of political wisdom : 
The plain truth of politics is that the two 
gn-at parties seem to be getting along pretty 
well without leadets. The average American 
nowadays runs his own thinking machine and 
seldom takes his opinions at second hand. The 
pre s collatt s statistics on all subjects under dis­ 
cussion. and if it is independent, as the Herald 
K it throws its columns wide open to both 
sides. The farmer, the mechanic, the artisan 
in that way keeps the ran of current events and 
doesn’t want anybody to tell him what to think 
or how to vote. He will think as he pleases 
a d vote as he chooses. 
The Herald wrote wiser than it knew, 
possibly. For nothing is more certainlv 
established than this, that the era of polit­ 
ical independence has opened, and that of 
domination by political “ leaders ” has 
pissed. He will lead now whom the peo­ 
ple for convenience sake choose, hut only 
so far as they determine. The leader’s 
whip has very little of terror in it now for 
the party man ; for chiefs party will have, 
eminent exjtonents it must have, but mas­ 
ters it will not much tolerate in this day 
of independent thinking. 


Som e surprise is finding expression that 
the Grand Jury, after making a report to 
the Sujierior Court in this month, should 
have adjourned to meet in the middle of 
next November, unless sooner called to­ 
gether by the foreman of that body. The 
jury has the right to sit the year out, if it 
is so minded. That it should adjourn for 
a long time, subject to special call, means, 
therefore, no more than that the jury pro­ 
poses to he ready to resjmnd to the call of 
any need for the suppression of crime. It 
has precedent for its action in the custom 
of the Grand Juries of San Francisco» 
which frequently hold to their work from 
the hour of appointment until a new jury 
is impaneled. 
It can do no harm to any 
one for the jury to continue its existence 
through the year. 
It costs the county 
nothing, and puts in the hands of the of­ 
ficials convenient means for unearthing 
serious offenses. 
It is said that by accident a discovery 
has been made in Peru that the juice of a 
plant indigenous to that country, known as 
the “wagney” or “peuca,” will cure hydro­ 
phobia. A person who had been bitten by 
a rabid animal accidentally swallowed 
some of the juice of the plant; from that 
moment the symptoms of developing hydro­ 
phobia began to disapjiear. New doses 
were then administered, and a complete 
cure was effected. It is greatly to he hoped 
that this story is neither fiction nor exag­ 
geration. The innoculation remedy of 
Pasteur is not determined to be a sj>ecific. 
It is a painful and an exasperalinglv slow 
and costly process in application, and 
leaves the patient under the torturing 
doubt of non-efficacy. 


W h ile rail and other highways are 
suffering under the plenteous rainfall, the 
face of mother earth rejoices, and the heat t 
of the producer is made glad. The “wash­ 
outs” and “landslides” here and there, and 
the temporary interruptions in communi­ 
cation, are as nothing compared to the 
wealth of benefit the State takes by reason 
of the storms of the week. 


tion of the transactions and expressions of 
the members, your Association is laboring 
under a very peculiar hallucination. It 
apjiears from the report in question that 
the Association is disappointed that inter­ 
est in the museum is not more general. 
One gentleman said lie desired to have 
every man in Sacramento a member of the 
Association. W ill you kindly permit a 
non-resident of your city, an entire out­ 
sider, to discuss with your Association, 
briefly and candidly, the mental and moral 
code to which it is subject. 
TO THE STUDENT. 
Of social ethics, society presents stratifica­ 
tions very much as the geologist presents 
upon a diagram an illustrative drawing of 
various strata of geological formation. 
Pardon the use of this illustration for a 
purpose which will become apparent. 
Tried by a standard of measurement which 
would disclose the diversity among men of 
intellectual attainment, moral being, re­ 
finement of taste, and society would pre­ 
sent a pyramid, the horizontal line? of 
which grow shorter as you approach the 
apex. When those who belong to a line 
in the 100th linear length of the base line, 
a line near the apex, demand of those who 
are on the longest lines of the pyramid, an 
interest in the affairs which held the at­ 
tention of those at their own altitude, they 
simply prove their own want of ethical 
knowledge. 
TAKE ART FOR ILLUSTRATION, 
And suppose that an art association is 
formed in a community of 100,000 inhab­ 
itants. In that community there will be, 
say, 500 persons, or one two-hundredth 
portion of the community, whose art 
faculty is high enough to have a true ap­ 
preciation of real art. Of these 500, 300 
will be so engrossed with other affairs ai 
not to be able to give matters of art per­ 
sonal attention. Of the remaining 200, 
still near the the apex of appreciation of 
art, 50 will attempt to be artists, and 5 
of this 50 will achieve a somewhat satis­ 
factory degree of success. One may achieve 
a standard of excellence which will secure 
his work ready acceptance upon his repu­ 
tation as an artist alone. One hundred 
and fifty will possess taste sufficient to at­ 
tempt art, with no other higher ambition 
than to become somewhat noted on the 
plane of amateur effort. 
Attempt to form an art association in 
this community of 100,000 persons, let the 
requirement of amateurship be such as to 
demand thought, time, effort—in short, 
work—and you cannot retain on the roll 
of such an association 
ONE HUNDRED NAMES. 
Is not all this exactly true? Are there 
art associations in each group of 100,000 
inhabitants? Is there one eminent artist 
for each 100,000 people of the United 
States, 10 in each 1,000,000 or 600 in the 
60,000,000 ? By no means. And yet the 
propensity—if we may be allowed the use 
of that term in this connection—to make 
representations of scenes and objects is 
manifested in the lowest form of savage 
life. In short, the nascent art faculty 
manifests itself in the infancy of the 
race, as well 
as 
in the infancy of 
individual specimens of the race. A child 
loves pictures; it is interested in the draw­ 
ing of a horse or a dog; of the house in 
which it lives ; of the trees of the orchard, 
with which it is familiar. It looks upon 
the paper and recognizes by comparison 
the resemblance between the object and 
the drawing, and is interested. If it man­ 
ifests some facility in drawing at an early 
age, its grandmother is haunted by dreams 
of great eminence in art, and fits these 
dreams to the grandchild in most consoling 
radiance. This childish delight with the 
counterfeit semblance on paper or canvas 
of things encountered in the world has its 
counterpart in the scenic effects of the 
theater. A train of cars is a very common 
object. There are perhaps very few living 
in civilized life who have not seen a train 
of cars. The great majority would not 
turn around to see one pass. People living 
on the seaboard or near it have all seen 
ships sail out of the harbor, and yet ad­ 
vertise a graphic and life-like representa­ 
tion of a train of cars crossing a stage or a 
ship leaving a dock, as the scenic accesso­ 
ries of a drama, and your theaters will be 
crowded nightl / at a cost of f 1 to $2 50 to 
each occupant of a stall. People who 
would nol give a street-car fare to ride 
from the Palace Hotel to the city front to 
witness a magnificent steamship leaving 
the harbor to cross the Pacific ocean will 
give $2 50 and a street-car fare and spend 
the whole evening at a theater witnessing 
A WRETCHED DRAMA, 
W ithout plot, without wit, without wis­ 
dom, simply because at some stage of dra­ 
matic action a graphic representation of a 
locomotive followed by a train of cars is 
to cross a stage, or a mimic ship is to leave 
a mimic wharf and explode upon a flat 
canvas painted by a whitewash brush in 
some mimic perspective of the scenic 
artist’s work. A it is appreciated in the 
rudest mind, but not from the standpoint 
of cultivated appreciation. The Shoshones 
on the plains of Nevada will look with awe 
and wonder ujion the marble statue by 
which the civilized white man perpetuates 
the memory of the great among his race. 
Pictures enchain the attention, attract and 
hold the interest of men, but this attrac­ 
tion and attention moves on a wholly dif­ 
ferent plane of thought and being from art 
and being. It bears the same relation to 
true appreciation of art which is found to 
exist between sorcery and theology. Y’ou 
must not conclude that, because the sav­ 
ages drew rude figures on the face of 
painted rocks, or made rude carvings re­ 
motely resembling the forms of men and 
animals, and that lietween these rudest at­ 
tempts at art and the work of PJiidias 
there are 
INFINITE GRADATIONS 
On the principle that the greater includes 
the less, therefore the works of Phidias 
must find universal appreciation. The 
greatest works of that greatest of masters 
may lie seen in the London Museum on 
what is known as the Elgin Marbles, in a 
room especially constructed for their exhi­ 
bition. There are within the sound of a 
cannon from these marbles six million peo­ 
ple, and yet it is doubtful if twenty-five 
thousand, or fifty thousand at the outside, 
of these six millions have ever visited the 
Elgin Booms. There are thirty-five mill­ 
ion |ieopleon the British Islands, and per­ 
haps not one hundred thousand of all these 
have ever seen these greatest works of the 
greatest sculptor the human race has pro­ 
duced. There is an apparent universal 
love of the sublime and stupendous in 
nature. Men and women generally pro­ 
fess love of nature. Many travel by sea 
and by land to contemplate the great 
masterpieces of God’s handiwork, and yet 
thousands and hundreds of thousands pass 
through the city of Buffalo without caring 
to stop to visit Niagara, and of the million 
and a half inhabitants residing in the State 
of California to-day not ten thousand of 
them have ever visited the Yosemite val­ 
ley. 
YOUR MUSEUM ASSOCIATION POSSESSES 
WORKS OF ART 
Of the highest merit; curiosities dim with 
historic associations; curiosities of geolog­ 
ical and mineralogical specimens, which to 
the educated eye are pages from nature’s 
divine revelations. Curiosity is a common 
faculty among men. We share it alike; 
hut curiosity relates again to scientific in­ 
quiry just as sorcery relates to theology. 
It is the nascent beginning in the unfold­ 
ing of the mind. Mere curiosity is mani­ 
fested by the antelope on the plains, by the 
cattle on the ranges; it is, apparently, an j 
animal instinct. Scientific inquiry re-1 
sembles it somewhat remotely, it is true; 1 
and yet curiosity may be said to he the 


rudimentary beginning of scientific in­ 
quiry. In the ruder stages of intellectual 
development imagination plays a very 
large part. Crowds flock to a theater to 
see a mimic ship or a mimic railroad train, 
because it appeals to the senses. Look at 
your libraries. The librarian will report 
at the end of the month 
TEN THOUSAND VOLUMES 
Drawn by readers. Nine thousand nine 
hundred of these belong to the classifica­ 
tion which appeals to the fancy, to the 
senses, 
if you will. 
One hundred 
volumes of the ten thousand appeal 
to the intellect, to reason, to profound 
thought, to study, to the love and worship 
of God. Establish a library of theolog­ 
ical works alone, or of scientific works ex­ 
clusively, and your librarian’s report will 
disclose the paucity of interest upon this 
plain of human attainment. The line 
will be short, because very near the apex 
of intellectual cultivation and highly- 
developed aspiration. The shrine of the 
Prophet at Mecca is visited by thousands 
of votaries; but here, again, the imagina­ 
tive sense is appealed to. The aerolitic 
stone, which is known as the prophet’s 
stone, is supposed to work miracles in the 
spiritual and physical lives of the pil­ 
grims. Shrine-cure, mind-cure, faith-cure 
are concomitant things. The imaginative 
in religion corresponds to the imaginative 
in the dramatic and scenic art. Y’ou have 
established a museum. It will challenge 
the interest of those who think. It will 
suffer from the indifference of those who 
dream. Let it be given out that your Art 
Gallery is haunted; that noises may he 
heard ; that at 12 o’clock on each night a 
ghost walks among your statuary, and 
points with bony fingers to the pictures on 
your walls, and thousands will sit up all 
night to witness such an apparition. 
THE SUM OF ALL THIS IS 
That the progress of humanity finds an 
apt simile in the march of an army. The 
videttes are tip-own out in advance of the 
reconnoitering parties; the reconnoissance 
line in advanqe of the vanguard; the van­ 
guard in advahee of the advance line ; the 
advance line (receding the main body, and 
the main body followed by the rear guard. 
Some one has aptly said that it is the 
firing upon the skirmish line which indi­ 
cates where the battle of the future is to 
be. In brief, the progress of mankind puts 
but few in the vanguard, and the many in 
the main body with the rear guard; and 
this will always be so. Relatively the 
position of its' suhdivisional forces will re 
main the same in all time. 
THE WONDER OF YOUR CORRESPONDENT 
Has been that so many persons in your 
community liave interested themselves in 
your museum, not that there are so few. 
You are mistaken, even foolishly mis­ 
taken, when you suppose that you will 
acquire any reinforcements by attracting 
the attention of the masses. Y’our files 
will come from the ranks of real appreci­ 
ation. 
W hatever an individual rises 
above the line which marks the distinc­ 
tion between thought above and feel­ 
ing below, reason above and imagina­ 
tion below, and below which line of sub­ 
mergence you have the depths of the 
imaginative, and above which line of 
emergence you come into the clear atmos­ 
phere of thought and reason—I say when 
one rises above this line, he has risen into 
the realm of your activity and effort, he 
thereby becomes one of you. Such an 
acquisition is a real reinforcement to your 
purposes. You cannot take your museum, 
with its treasures of art, below the line to 
which it belongs. Y’ou cannot take things 
which belong to the 
APEX OF THE PYRAMID 
To its base; nor can you take the things 
of the base-line to the apex any more than 
you may look for birds in the sea or fishes 
in the air, because the fins of the fishes 
have relation to the medium for which 
they were created; they belong to the 
water; the wings of the bird were created 
for the medium in which they are used ; 
they belong to the air. So the thoughts 
of men, and their appreciation of the 
thoughts of others, have affinity of realm. 
In religion, you observe the slow progress 
from sorcery to feticism, from feticism to 
idolatry, and from idolatry to worship 
in spirit. 
There are upon this earth 
1,500,000,000,000 inhabitants. 
Of this 
number the theological status of the great 
majority lieiongs to the realms of sorcery, 
fetich worship and idolatry. 
Not two 
hundred million of this vast concourse 
worship God “in spirit and in truth,” and, 
therefore, without the aid of some phys­ 
ical object, carved in some form appealing 
to the eye and to the physical senses in 
aid of spiritual aspiration. Y’our associ­ 
ation is appealing to high ideals. They 
would not he high if they were not be­ 
yond the appreciation of the great num­ 
bers of mankind. Their altitude pro­ 
claims their great advancement. If the 
great 
MASSES OF MEN 
Had mastered them and were dwelling 
upon the plane of appreciation up to the 
level of the works you present, then the 
works you present will be down to that 
level. The rear guaid will have been ad­ 
vanced to an allignment with your ideals. 
Then where would your advance guard 
be? Still on beyond, adored by the few. 
W hat you need is to abandon the boom 
spirit. Down through all the ranks of 
society your influence is penetrating. It 
is that silent influence, which in all time 
and in all ages, has been the leaven work­ 
ing within the human mind to reform its 
ideals, and lure it onward and upward. 
When you bewail your isolation you are 
repudiating your advancement. 
When 
you look back regretfully that the multi­ 
tude is not following you with swift and 
flying feet, you are “hankering” after the 
fleshq>ots of Egypt. Simpiy turn your 
faces resolutely toward the summit which 
rises dimly to your view, with equally res­ 
olute forgetfulness of the valleys below. 
REJOICE 
W ithin the deepest humility in whatever 
of appreciation you may have achieved. 
The most effective proselytism in all truth 
is to “Let your light so shine that others 
seeing your good works may glorify God.” 
The text does not require of you the 
Phariseeism of proclaiming your good 
works, of continually calling aleud to at­ 
tract the attention of men to your good 
works. It requires of you simply to let 
your light shine that others seeing, may 
arise to that high appreciation, which will 
glorify the Author of all refinement, of all 
art, of all truth, of all religion.

Reflections Upon tbe Assessor—A 
Report Upon the County Hos­ 
pital—Recommendations. 


The Grand Jury yesterday filed the fol­ 
lowing partial report in Department One 
of the Superior Court: 
7b the Honorable the Superior Court of the County 
of Sacramento, State of California: The Grand Jury 
beg leave to submit the following partial report: 
Since our last report, which was made on the 
Htn <1ay of February, we have examined two 
criminal cates and have found two indictments, 
one for murder and one for telony. 
We have visited the City Hall and Prison, the 
County Court-house and Jail, the Hall of Rec­ 
ords aud County Hospital. 
By the courtesy of the Chief of Police, we 
were shown through every cell, and we exam­ 
ined every nook and com er of that “ancient 
land mark," the City Prison, and found it as 
neat and clean as possible. Yet there is gentr 
ated within its wahs an atmosphere which we 
think Is not conducive to health. 
Our inquiry as to the cause was answered by 
the remark that it was peculiar to all prisons. 
But at the County Jail we found quite a con­ 
trast, which leads the Jury to believe that the 
fault lies in the fact that the City Prison is par­ 
tially uuder ground and without proper 
ventilation. The building In which the 
City Prison is located seems to 
have 
outlived its usefulness. In its walls may be seen 
dangerous looking openings, suggesting the pro­ 
priety of having the butlaiug examined by one 
qualified to judge of its safety, aud as the Police 
court and Station are within its walls, we would 
recommend such examination. 
The County Court-home and Hall of Records 
are in good condition land meet all the require­ 
ments of the county. 
The County Jail is a moJel of cleanliness and 
security. The only complaint lrom prisoners, 
was for “ more exercise,” but this Grand Jury 
do not thiuk it proper to offer any recommend*- 
tions, as we believe the past and present sheriffs 
are humane and understand the wants ol those 
under their cate, as well as the danger of too 
much “ exercise.” 
The County Hospital reflects credit upon the 
county and executive ability ou the part of the 
Supreimendent, Dr. G. A. White. The building 
out houses and all the appurtenances belonging 
thereto are in good condition. During our visit 
ample opportunity was given the patients to lay 
before the jury any grievances thev might have 
but all seemed satisfied with the treatm ent re­ 
ceived from officers and attendants. 
Since the appointment of Dr. White to a four- 
years’ term considerable comment has been 
made as to the power of the Board of Super­ 
visors to make such iour-year term. But sub­ 
division 5 of Section 25 of the County Govern­ 
ment Act gives full and almost absolute powers 
to the Board in all matters pertaining to the 
care and maintenance of the county’s sick and 
indigent, and, so far as we can judge, they have 
laithlully periormed their duty. 
For the purpose of experting the books of the 
several county officers, the Grand Jurv engaged 
the services of J. G. Hogan, formerly employed 
by the Bank of D. o. Mills Jc Co., whose Cashier 
recommended as being iully competent and 
trustworthy. Mr. Hogan experted the hooks 
aud submitted his report to the Grand Jury on 
the 7th day of Maich, and we believe that any 
who will examine it will say that we were for­ 
tunate in our selection of expert. Mr. Hogan 
did the work for 85 per day, aud finished it in 
fiity-five days, costing the county the sum of 
*280. But irom his report you will find that 
from errors detected, he caused to be paid to 
the treasury the following amounts :

more than it cost to expert 
the books for the years 1887 and 188». 
We indorse the recommendation of the expert 
that the books he examined each year, instead 
of once in two years, us has been the custom 
since the cost will be no more. We also indorse 
his recommendation in regard to school orders 
not properly filled, and recommend that the 
County Superintendent of Schools refuse to 
honor any order drawn on him, unless it meets 
the requirements of law. 
For the financial statement of every county 
officer who has the handling of money, see ex­ 
pert’s report, and in the;sumo report mav be 
found a statement of the several amounts that 
have passed through the several funds for the 
years of 1887 and 1888, aud the balances in each 
fund January 1.1889. 
For the convenience of the Honorable Super 
ior Court, the Grand Jury have appended the 
expert’s report to this our partial report. 
In the Recorder’s office we find a number of 
Books of Record and indexes needing binding, 
and in some instances it may be necessary to 
copy. We, therefore, recommend that the Board 
of Supervisors have done such binding and 
copying as in their judgment is necessary. 
In the year 1888 the Assessor failed to place 
up the assessment roll quite an amount of prop­ 
erty. But Mr. Frost assures the jury that all 
propertv left off the roll last year will be doubly 
assessed iu 18S9, as required by law. 
We think if people would be more prompt in 
returning their statements to the Assessor, aud 
if the Assessor would apply the penalties al­ 
lowed by law to such as persistently refuse or 
neglect to make such returns, that the assess­ 
ment roll might be made in the time allowed In­ 
law.Since our last report we find that the County 
Clerk did make affidavit to the Board of Super­ 
visors that he wanted extra help for the purpose 
of making the Great Register, and that the 
Board did sanction the employment of such 
extra help. We therefore ask that the list of 
persons and tbe amounts alleged to have been 
illegally drawn irom the Treasure in our last 
report be elim ina'ed, and the list of persons and 
amounis submitted in this report he adopted in 
its stead. 
Under the law the Board of Supervisors have 
the power to appropriate SIJOO to encourage 
immigration. But we find in the year 18-8 they 
have exceeded that amount in the sum of S35o, 
us shown by the iollowing statement:

In our last report some strictures occurred in 
reference to advice given us by the District At­ 
torney. Since Mr. Bruner's return we aresitis- 
tlcd that a misunderstanding arcse in reference 
to some of the advice given us by him. Much 
of the testimony taken before us was upon 
charges of felony, to w it: Bribery, extortion 
ard grand larceny, which would have lieen in­ 
d (-table by us. The testimony in regard to fel­ 
ony, other than grand larceny, not being suffi­ 
cient to warrant an indictment being found, we 
investigated, under his advice, supposing we 
had power to find indictments, tbe cha’ges of 
misdemeanor, and found several to be sus­ 
tained by the testimony. It would be within 
our j«ower at this time to recommend that the 
District Attorney prosecute in the Justice's Court, 
hut inasmuch as we are satisfied that the in­ 
vestigations ao tar had have ncen effectual in 
spurring the officers to a strict performance ot 
their duties, and that gambling lias prao ically 
ceased in Sacramento City, we do not think it 
advisable at this lime to instruct the District 
Attorney to proceed with the prosecutious in 
the Justice's Court. 
There seems to l>c an impression abroad, 
hacked by a tew member- of the iega! protes 
siou. that his Honor J. W. Armstrong has been 
loo officious in advising the Grand Jury. 
In view of this, we believe it to he our duty 
to say that the Hon. J. W Armstrong has never 
volunteered any advice to this Grand Jury. In 
our relations with the Court since we hare been 
convened he lias always maintained the dignity 
belonging to a Superior Judge, and never ad­ 
vised this Grand Jury. It is true that tbe Grand 
Jury formulated a number of ouestions. and at 
their request he called the Grand Jury into 
Court and judicially passed upon those ques­ 
tions. As to the legality ot such an act, this 
Grand Jury is not qualified to determine, but 
we do say that any insinuation that his Honor 
tried to lead this" Grand Jury by volunteered 
ad Vice lias nc foundation in fact. 
We would request such persons as think the 
claims we believe to be unlawful are a legal

ELDRED INDICTED. 
The Grand Jnry also filed with Judge 
Armstrong an indictment, charging C. H. 
Eldred with felony, in having, ou Tuesday. 
March 12th, unlawfully deposited a Dum­ 
ber of ballots in the box in Precinct Four- 
and-a-half, after the ballots in such box 
had been counted, preparatory to being 
read off by the duly qualified election 
officers. 
Judge Armstrong immediately issued a 
bench warrant for the arrest of Kldrea, and 
fixed his bail at $2,000. The warrant was 
placed in the Lauds of Deputy Sheriff 
Coggswell, and shortly after 3 o’clock that 
officer came in with his prisoner to the 
Sheriff’s office, accompanied by W. J. 
O’Brien and Supervisor Ross, "who had 
volunteered to serve on his bond. 
THE EXPERT’S REPORT. 
J. G. Hogan reports as follows concern­ 
ing the books and accounts ot county offi­ 
cials : 
Sacramento. Cal., March 7,1889. 
To the Honorable Grand. Jury of Sacramento 
County, California—Gentlem en : After a most 
careful and searching examination of all the 
hooks and accounts of the various officials of 
this county lor the years of 1887 and 1888, I 
herewith submit for your consideration my re­ 
port upon the same, which 1 trust may be suffi­ 
ciently clear and comprehensive as to merit 
your approval. 
In the course of my investigations in the 
various offices, I discovered (as might have been 
expected) some mistakes or clerical errors, and 
in some cases fees that nad been omitted irom 
the tee books or overlooked by accident, and in 
one case a lund that had been overdrawn 
through an oversight, and a few other errors of 
a smilar character, (an account of which a - 
pears in the reports under the heads of the re­ 
spective departments in which they occur and 
which is hereunto appended). Yet it must be 
said in justice to all the officials of the county 
that nothing has been discovered during the 
whole course of this examination that would 
warrant a suspicion of intentional error or 
wrong-doing ou the part of any one of them. On 
the contrary, 1 found them as anxious to be set 
tight as I was to perform that service, and im­ 
mediately upon my ascertaining the exact 
amount of their arrears, in every case the tame 
was paid into the county Treasury forthwith. 
The genet al cy-tem of bookkeeping now in 
operation throughout the several departments 
of the county I found to be excellent. Ail the 
records and books are neatly kept and fully 
written up to da-.e, and all documents properlv 
filed. 
The officials I found to he uniformly courteous 
and obliging, with a readiness to atford every 
facility that might aid iu the prosecution of my 
work, and I desire to thank tnem one aud all 
for their kind attentions. 
1 have examined the records and all claims 
allowed by the Board of Supervisors of this 
county for the years of 1887 and 18S8, and have 
carefully compared all demands upon the 
county with the register 01 claims allowed by 
the Board and the warrants .drawn by the Au­ 
ditor in payment ol the same, and have found 
them all to agree without a single discrepancy. 
In every case the necessary affidavits are louud 
accompanying the claims, the same being prop­ 
erly made out ou blanks furnished for that pur­ 
pose, duly audited by the Board, countersigned 
by the I’resident, and also by the Chairman of 
the committee, and attested by the ( lerk, thus 
couloiming to all the necessary requirements of 
law in that particular. 
As to the legality ot all the claims sanctioned 
by the Boatd it must be said (if exception be 
made of those matters already taken cognizance 
of hv your honorable body, aud published with 
your partial report of February 14, 1889) that 
uothing of a questionable character has chal­ 
lenged my attention during this entire exam­ 
ination of demands upon the county, as allowed 
by said Board. 
I have not deemed it practicable to make a 
detailed statement of all the claims paid during 
the above-named period, yet, inasmuch as 
various impressions seem to exist as to the cost 
of the new bridge now bpanning the American 
river at Twelfth street, 1 will here state for the 
information of the Jury that the said structure 
cost the county the sum of *34,670, which 
amount is fouDd to agree with the priee speci­ 
fied in the contract lor the construction ol the 
same 
Regarding those salaries drawn by three of 
the Supervisors in excess of their legal stipends, 
1 would state that the sums so overdrawn have 
all been returned in full aud paid into the County 
Treasury in conformity with the decision of 
Court, ((he amount being *1,650). 
The record oi the proceedings of this Board 
has been careiully kept and is written up to 
date, likewise the claim register. 
In regard to those eases where propertv was 
left off the assessment roll last year, I would say 
that a complete list has been made ol such 
omissions, and iu making up the roil for the 
present year the Assessor will double the assess­ 
ment in every instance w here propertv escaped 
assessment lart year (in accordance with Section 
3649 ot the Political Code, which specially pro­ 
vides for such contingencies). 
1 desire to make favorable mention here ol 
the new map hooks now beiug gotten up for 
this year's assessment purpose» (by Deputy As­ 
sessor M. J. McMauus). They are models of 
neatness, comprehensive, and exhibit great 
care as to detail. 
In my examination of ‘ school orders” drawn 
by the Trustees of the various districts on the 
t ounty Superintendent for requisitions on the 
school fund, I observed iu many in-tauees a 
lack of proper care in tbe m atter of filling out 
the b anks, the amount of the order frequently 
being indicated by figures only, whereas the 
number of dollars should always be written out 
in lull iu order to guard agaiust error or altera­ 
tion. This practice should not tie allowed to 
continue, as it affords too convenient an oppor­ 
tunity for fraud should such orders get iuto the 
hands of dishonest persons. 
i noticed also that while (he orders invariably 
bore the required number of signatures, that iu 
some cases (as was clearly evident to my prac­ 
ticed eye) the names were each written "by the 
same hand. This plan may he a great conveni­ 
ence to the Trustees, but in the absence of a 
properly filed power of attorney delegating such 
powers it hardly meets the legal requirements. 
The County superintendent some tune ago ad­ 
dressed a circular to the Trustees of the several 
districts, instructing them in relation to their 
duties in all such matters, but the,- seem to have 
given it very little attention. 
I would recommend that the Superintendent 
be instructed not to honor any orders for money 
hereafter unless they are properly drawn. 
" 
In conclusion, your expert would most re- 
Ph s é b b b U í m í 
every year in luture, instead of but once in two 
years, as the custom has been. 
There is much to be said iu favor of sueli a 
Change, and it should bo of no additional ex­ 
pense to the county, as hut half the lime would 
then lie required to accomplish the work that is 
at piessut found uecc-sary. 
Thanking the jury for their kindness in wait­ 
ing so patiently for my report, and also ior the 
confidence shown in asaigiiicg to me this im­ 
portant duty.

SHERIFF AND TAX COLLECTOR. 
] have carefully examined the Register and 
Fee-book of the Sheriff, and after a thorough 
checking of all the cases, found that the fees of 
this office have been properly accounted for and 
paid into the Treasury (with the exception of 
some errors and omissions discovered in the 
course of this examination amounting to *45 28, 
and also for 14 tax deeds given at S3 each, 
amounting to *12, both of which sums have 
since been puid into the Treasury ) 
The Tax Collector, iu his settlements with the 
county for the collection of delinquent taxes, 
as shown by statements herewiih auuexed. has 
retained 5o per cent, of the amount col eeted 
lor advertising, (a custom which has always 
been followed heretofore) but as a difference of 
opinion exists as to the legality of his so doing, 
I have deemed it proper 10 call your attention 
to the matter. 
THE COUNTY TREASURER. 
The books of the County Treasurer have been 
well aud accurately kept, and present a true 
exhibit of the state of the county s finances and 
a complete record of all transactions tbrougU 
the various lunds ol the Treasury. 
1 have examined carefully all warrants paid 
by him during the years 1887 and a so his re­ 
ceipts of money from all sources during that 
period, mid have compared them each and all 
with the Auditor’s accounts, thereby verifying 
his work aud proving the balances ol the sev­ 
eral funds to lie correct, as indicated by his 
books. 
I also counted the money in the Treasury, and 
found it to agree exactly with the amount culled 
for by the cash book. 
In my examination of the swatnp and over­ 
flowed laud tunos, i found that. District No. 407 
liad been overdrawn to the amount 01 $56 68, 
which occurred througn an oversight. Ou call 
ing the Treasurer's attention to the matter, he 
at once notified the Trustees of that district to 
refuud the amount, which was immediately 
done. 
Wilh this one exception, I found his accounts 
to be perfectly corree t. 
COUNTY SUrER INTEN DENT OF SCHOOLS. 
The accounts of this office for the two years 
ending January 1 ,1889, have been thoroughly 
examined, and all the orders and requisitions 
ior salaries, supplies, etc., compared and 
checked with the ledger, and are found to cor­ 
respond exact y with the warrantsdrawn by the 
Auditor on the school lund. 
My search in this office was greatly facilitated 
by the admirable system of bookkeeping which 
lias been inaugurated in this department by the 
present incumbent. B. F. Howard, and it is but 
simple inslice to that gentleman to state that 
through his Improved methods the acionnts of 
the office are iu pleasing contrast to the condi­ 
tion of affairs cxisiting upon his taking the of­ 
fice. 
AUDITOR AND RECORDER. 
I have examined the books and accounts of 
the County Auditor and Recorder for the years of 
18»7 and 1888, A. I). J. H. Miller being the in­ 
cumbent from the commencement of this exam­ 
ination until July 1, 1888, and F. T. Johnson 
from the latter date. 
I find that the entire 
records and hooks of this office have been 
properly and neatly kept, and all vouchers, re­ 
ceipts, etc., safely filed, and the sys'em prevail­ 
ing throughout to be such as to commend Itself. 
T he fees have all been entered in the fee book 
and the amounts duly paid into the Treasury at 
the close of each m .nth. There were hut three 
errors in the fee account during the whole 
period, viz.: For the mouth of May, 1887, Mr. 
Miller paid into the Treasury fifty cents too 
much, and a like amount fortfiem ontnol Sep­ 
tember, 1887. and tor May, 1888, his returns to the 
Treasurer were seventy-five cents short, thus 
leaving a balance in his favor of twenty five 
cents. 
The Auditoi’s accounts with the various funds 
I found to agree exactly wilh the books of the 
County Treasurer. (The one serving as a check 
upon the other to guard against mistakes or 
fraud.] 
LICENCE COLLECTOR. 
I find that all licenses issued have been prop­ 
erly accounted for by the Collector, and the 
sums collected have been paid Into the Treas­ 
ury, and that the books of the office have been 
neatly aud correctly kept. 
COUNTY CLERK 
I have carefully examined the books and ac­ 
counts of the County Clerk’s office for the two 


‘ years ending Jaim ary 1. 1989, and found them 
neatly and properly kept, and all the records of 
the office, as also the Court records, lul'v 
written up to date. 
In checking up the fee hooks of this depart­ 
ment, I fouDd a number of clerical errors and 
omissions made by Deputy Clerk Joseph J. 
Guth (who kept the fee books of the office), 
amounting in all to $241 12, which I believe is 
attributable to the protracted illness which pre­ 
ceded his death ana not to any intentienal error 
on his part. Upon ascertaining the exact sum 
of said c erlcal errors, the County Clerk (Mr. 
Hamilton) immediately paid the same into the 
County Treasury. 
COUNTY AStESJOR.

EUROPE VS. AMERICA 


TH E C O N G E ST OF '! HE FORMER 


JiV H IE UNITED M ATES. 


A N>w L in e o f sp e c u la tiv e R eason­ 
in g M uch to th e A ggran d ize­ 
m ent o f U n cle Sam . 


[Translated from the Spanish for the Record- 
Union by Samuel H Geriisli.] 
The nations that have the power for 
conquest conquer with armies if they are 
■warlike; if peaceful, with commerce, in­ 
dustries or the press. 
And in that way 
things appear to be so disposed by a mys­ 
terious hand that the nation of power and 
conquest destined to march at the htad of 
civilization will go every time further to 
the west. Of such certainty is this that 
the diver e points of the line recorded for 
them have these names: 
India, Assyria, 
Egypt, Greece, Rome, Western Europe, 
Great Britain. The center of the economi­ 
cal and intellectual life of the modern 
* world is the region near the North Sea 
and Canal de la Mancha. Civilization ap- 
jiears to be resting on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Will it now cross this sea, as it 
has already crossed the Mediterranean, 
transplanting its center in America ? An 
English writer responds in the affirmative, 
in an article most certainly interesting, 
published in the Contemporary Review. 
Mr. Gladstone recently said: “ There 
reigns ou this side of the Atlantic a great 
antagonism between the States, and a mili­ 
tary pest, that will drag the continental 
nations to bankruptcy and ruin.” 
The great English statesman is rig h t; 
his words note the fears of many, as they 
contemplate, with terror, the enormous 
sums, the intelligence and lives that this 
pest of militarism is now costing all Europe. 
The 
military superiority of Germany 
threatens to return her to barbarism. The 
evil, far from lessening, augments. 
A few 
days since, M. Frevcinet, said in Parlia­ 
ment, that the war expenses of France, not 
only were not reducible, but that it would 
he chimerical to make any effort to reduce 
them now. 
And these expenses are up­ 
wards of $100,000,000 yearly ! Can they 
maintain in France on a peace footing 
514,000 men ? 
The different States of 
Europe have under arms, also on a peace 
footing, four millions of soldiers, that cost 
nine Hundred millions of dollars a year. 
Add to this the work lost, that signifies 
the existence of four millions of idle men, 
in the prime of life and chosen exactly 
from among the most robust. 
This will 
explain why these same nations 
owe

of dollars, whose

and expenses entail a debt each year of 
$it>9,000,000. Forty per cent, of this enor­ 
mous debt has been contracted during the 
twenty years that has passed of the Ger­ 
manic preponderance. Calculating only 
as $100 yearly the amount of the work of 
each of these men, condemned to-day to 
idleness, there will result a loss of $400,­ 
01*0,000 annually. 
The Enited .States, with a territory to 
defend equal in extent to that of all the 
European nations together, only has 27,81(5 
soldiers; in the war expenses there is to 
each Yankee $1 80, to each German $4, to 
each Englishman $8 40, and 
to each 
Frenchman $12 60. 
And France, Ger­ 
many, England and Italy are increasing 
tiitir armaments, and with these their ex­ 
. peí S3s; the United States on the contrary 
a>-e diminishing annually their debt. The 
struggle for existence is in Eurojie each 
day more difficult; 
here the births di­ 
minish and the mortality increases. There 
are already nations as France, where the 
cypher of population remains stationary ; 
tei nbie symptom of decadence that, thanks 
t the emigration, is not a mark on all the 
old world. 
More than a million Eu- 
nipeans annually abandon Europe to never 
return. 
The changes of population in the 
1 niled States augments in a prodigious 
manner. 
In 1790 the Yankee» were 3,930,-

$240,00( ,000; in the United States $1,062.-

200,000,000, $1,215.000,000, $43,000.000,- 
vh-0 res;>ectively. 
That is to say, that th- 
I nited States has left England herself l>e- 
liind. 
The extraction, of coal will serve 
us as a barometer for calculating industrial 
progress. 
In 1S60 the extraction of ibis 
in lit r..it was 15.000,000 of tons; in 1386, had 
driven at 102.000,000 tons. 
In the time 
that the I niled States shall have passed 
¡..Vi a dozen years more they will have 
v. : i ivred England in this. 
It is not ne­ 
cessary 
to accumulate more 
ciphers. 
E ..’Ugh those presented to justify many to 
tliink them exaggerated. The Americans 
of the north have worked constantly to 
emancipate Europe. 
The Monroe doc­ 
trine is well known. “ Our fundamental 
axiom ought to lie, not to mix in the in­ 
ternal questions of Europe, Hnd never to 
consent that Europe ever interferes in 
t hose of America.” 
Never have the United States departed 
frctn thi.-. 
By its application they pro- 
ti -ted against the expedition to Mexico; 
pretending now they intervene in the 
pending conflict between England and 
Russia (they having purchased Russian 
America); they are going to construct an 
inter-oceanic canal, rival of that of Pana­ 
ma ; they are working in the creation of 
an American Customs Union to convert 
the new world into a vast market closed to 
the Europeans. 
And the limits of the 
United States as to this policy, that we 
may call defensive, is unknown. 
Well, we 
are inclined to see the great republic be­ 
gin to enter a second period of expansion, 
now pacific, and without any doubt to­ 
morrow violent. On the great ocean her 
influence overcomes many times that of 
England. 
The Sandwich Islands 
are 
iV.ind under her protectorate. 
In the Ala­ 
bama question the United States obliged 
England to pay an enormous indemnity, 
threatening her with war. 
In S|>ain we 
will never forget the question of the Vir- 
ginius. The English statesmen are not 
unacquainted with the pretensions of the 
1 anker (iovernuient to the annexation of 
Canada. 
A 
recent act, the expulsion 
o f Mr. Sackville, proves the air of superi­ 
ority that the ancient British colony treats 
the most 
powerful European 
nations. 
Her influence among these is such that no 
one is bold enough to deny toe right of 
intervention in a European conflict, or yet 
in all peaceful business. On the contrary, 
the intervention of Europe in any Yankee 
business is not tolerated under any pretext. 
The political balance begins already to in­ 
cline to the other side of the Atlantic, at 
the same time as the economical balance. 
Will we be conquered in that land as 
we have been in this? Will the United 
States arrive to be an invading and war­ 
like power? The elements of the problem, 
such as wc know to-day, oblige us to an­ 
swer this question in the affirmative. 
I 
will have readers, and jterh&ps they are 
many, that will not justify the title of this 
work, thinking the thesis it sustains pure 
fancy. God free me from the pretension, 
that it must be received to the very letter. 
1 am contented with raising the mind to 
the conviction that it sustains nothing con­ 
trary to the logic, and to what an attentive 
study of history induce us to foresee. 
Observe the mode of the parallelism 
that presides at the geographical distribu­ 
ía n of the lauds of Eurojie, meridional or 
Mediterranean. 
Parting from the coast of 
Asia Minor, it encounters the Greek Arch­ 
ipelago, a beautiful conjunction of little 
islands, in proximity one to the other, fer 
tile and most healthy, with good |iorts 
that tacilitale their communications, a 
blue sky and a tranquil sea. These islands 
served as a vanguard and formed the geo­ 
graphic family of the Hellenic region, a 
world in miniature, tormed of rough 
mountains and little valleys open and fer­ 
tile, numerous rivulets and open coasts for 
the wants of commerce. 
In each corner of 
those mountains, in each valley, lost be­ 


tween their declivities, were born a people, 
and from each gulf fleets departed that 
founded distant colonies. 
The grai d Greece was the America of 
the Greeks. The theater of this civiliza­ 
tion gained in amplitude what it lost in 
variety. Italy is four or five times greater 
than Greece, in the same manner that 
America is four times larger than Eurojie. 
The plains, mountains and the rivers of 
Italy were gigantic at the side of the 
plains, mountains and rivers of Greece. 
The Aijw are to the Pelion and the Ossa, 
as the Andes to the Alps. The Po and 
the Tiber to the Alpheus and to the Eu- 
rotas, as the Amazon and the Mississippi 
to the Italian rivers. The plains of Lom­ 
bardy to those of Thessaly and Boeotia, 
that the savannas of the New World are 
to the Italian Campanas. Sicily was for 
the inhabitants of Rhodes or of Zante a 
true continent. Soon the cities of great 
Greece were more pojuilous, more exten­ 
sive, more rich and more jxiwerful than 
Greece. Taranto, Selinoute, Sibaris, Syr­ 
acuse and Agrigentum surjiassed Athens. 
When this city was in the ajiogee of her 
splendor she sent to make Syracuse feel 
her jiower and was conquered. The con­ 
federation of the Latin towns, most im- 
jxirtant product of Greek civilization, was 
the United States of the antique age. As 
this, born of a federation ; as this, given a 
growth over all in the superiority of its 
institutions, in a prodigious activity and a 
political foresight, America of to-day is 
what Italy was. The twenty-two centuries 
that great Greece represented is repre­ 
sented to-day by the great Europe. 
We 
will leave the complete demonstration of 
this truth for a special work. 
For my 
jiurpose, enough to leave it consigned 
here. 
Perhaps it 
is said that the United 
States are a jieople essentially commercial 
and laborious, and never have demonstrated 
bellicose instincts. Those that thus dis­ 
course ignore without doubt that the most 
sanguinary war of modern times, that of 
secession, was sustained by the Americans, 
during which they maintained under arms 
more than a million men, and that in a 
moment they improvised all—Generals, 
soldiers and guns. 
For transforming the 
United 
States into a great military 
nation, alone is wanted a motive, and this 
motive will be surely given by the first 
collision with a European jxiwer. 
Portugal and Sjiain were not great mari­ 
time nations, until by degrees they were 
engaged in the arduous enterprise of dis­ 
covering lands; no one would have prophe­ 
sied fifty years since the homogeneity of 
Germany in Europe, considering it an 
illusion; the Chinese, until a short time 
past, were considered as a factor at a jioint 
little less than despised in the scene of the 
world, begin already to constitute a men­ 
ace for the Oceanic and American nations. 
With these facts in sigh*, would not the 
assurance that the United (States will be 
forever a jiacific nation too much to assert ? 
Besides, who knows what jioint may 
make it necessary within a century or two 
to start a war for dominion ? Every ejioch 
has its character. In the centuries eleven, 
twelve and thirteen they were marching to 
the conquest of the Holy Land. In the 
fifteenth and eighteenth centuries they 
were seeking new lands where they would 
have Indians to convert and treasure to 
apjiropriate. In the nineteenth century 
they open markets and send armies of 
travelers with rich sjiecimens; they or­ 
ganize expositions and they struggle to sell 
better and cheaper. From this competi­ 
tion there has resulted war, more than 
once, it is certain ; but the conquest of Af­ 
rica has been until now a work relatively 
pacific, in which the products of European 
industry has rejiresented the prinoipal jiart. 
The superiority of the United States is 
marked precisely in this land, on account 
of its immense resources, of its virgin soil, 
and the enormous errors committed by the 
first nations of Europe. 
M. Henri de Beaumont, in a work pnb- 
lished on this same subject, in which he 
recapitulates also the opinions of the 
Contemporary Review, lielieves that the 
struggle between the United States and 
Europe will commence by war with Eng­ 
land and Germany. 
“ The conflict will be most intense,” he 
says, “ between the two branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 
Notwithstanding the 
common origin of both peoples, the dif­ 
ferences that sejiarate them are most pro­ 
found. The distance that intervenes be­ 
tween both nations, the difference of 
climate, the manner of life and the con­ 
stitution of the soil, they have created 
different characteristics and customs. The 
American-English in nothing apjiears like 
English of England. 
Besides, the United 
States have more means of action over 
their old country than any other Euro- 
jiean nation. 
The great number of irish­ 
men that inhabit the Union, th< . may 
-erve any moment to give a pretext for 
intervention 
in 
the 
affairs of Great 
Britain. 
“ The influence the United States may 
exercise in Germany in commerce anil 
emigration would be most grave. 
“ The application of 
the 
formula, 
America for the Americans, to commercial 
questions, is already a reality, for the 
United States have invited the South 
Americans to a Congress to meet in Wash­ 
ington, to decide on the creation of a 
Cu'lotus 1 nion to comjirchend all the 
American continent. 
" It is jirohable that the jirojKtsition will 
he rejielled, but sooner or later will be 
adopted, and then they will comprehend 
the immense importance of this fact, the 
extent of which to-day it is imjtossible to 
have an idea. The German Customs Union 
did more for the German unity than the 
victories of Sadowa or Sedan. The Amer­ 
ican jurisdiction will be considered as the 
prelude of the confederation of both Amer­ 
icas, after which will come the war of 
which we have spoken.” 
No country of Europe is more interested 
than Spain in this business. The commer­ 
cial struggle is at the point of beginning 
to take away from her one of her principal 
markets—South America. 
Besides, thev 
will jioudeiate the jieojile that form it, anil 
they are our brothers—by race, customs, 
language and eveu interests— to the distio- 
sition of the Americans of the North. The 
future of the Spanish here and over the 
Atlantic dejicnds on the care that they 
pay in avoiding the snare that they wish 
to set. 
If the North Americans wish to 
have America for themselves, the South 
Americans ought to want it also, and con­ 
federate for defending it, forming a com­ 
pact nucleus of 42,000,000 individuals. 
Mexico, that is the most threatened of the 
Sjianish American States, ought to he the 
initiator. 
Perhaps the morrow will be too 
late. 
At the time of her separation from 
Spain, she had 5,000,000 of kilometers 
square of superficies; to-day it will not 
reach to 2,000.000. The rest has pass'd to 
the hands of the Anglo-Americans, 
We will yield again to the words of M. 
Beaumont: 
“The Eurojiean States will not be saved 
without renouncing these insensate ex­ 
penses; the renunciation to be disjxwed as 
tor war, forever ; returning the men to 
work, who are now shut up in military 
barracks, paying the public debts and 
lightening the peojile of the taxes that are 
ruining them. 
But emiting similar opin­ 
ions is to predicate in a desert. 
“At most, its interest sets a term to the 
war of tariffs that as they make the 
neighboring States intent on the increase 
of the develojiment of the resources at the 
disposal of the continent, constituting a 
customs union of Central Eurojie. 
Many 
times already as has this idea been esti­ 
mated, it ajqiears that tiiere is no great 
desire of realizing it. The nations that 
ought to enter in the league are found 
divided 
by 
most 
jirofound 
antag­ 
onisms. 
Necessity alone will have jxiwer 
to intjiel them to constitute the union, and 
this necessity it is possible will come to 
make them feel the need of it sooner than 
they think. 
“The common danger is one of the best 
motives of union. 
Perhajis any day will 
see us obliged to constitute an Eurojiean 
confederation. God grant that it may not 
be too late. 
" If the I nited States felt rich enough 
and changed their commercial system, re­ 
nouncing the Custom-house barriers con­ 
verting it into a free market, her economic 
development would acquire such jirojxir- 
tions that Euroj>e would see the iuijiossi- 
liility of sustaining the struggle. 
In vain 
the old nations renouncing their rivalries, 
ceasing a dispute for supremacy that would 
already be a thing of no value, and we 
would leave to our descendants only the 
sorrowful obligation of murmuring finis 
Europa.” 


The Europe nations, far from mending, 
aggravate more and more their situation. 
The German Parliament goes—precisely 
at this time—to voting $30,000,000 for 
armament to its fleet; France has disjxjsed 
of $160,000,000 on fortifications; Austria- 
Hungary auguments, by means of a new 
law, her military resources, and at this 
same jiace the other countries do likewise. 
Will we not pronounce ourselves, instead 
of our descendants, this 
terrible finis

■ t ie H u m a n Skull. 
One «>t tlie most interesting things men­ 
tioned by Professor Virchow, in his little 
l>o .k just published, entitled “Medical 
Remembrances of an Egyptian Journey,” 
in which he describes an excursion up tlie 
Nile as far as the first cataract, is that the 
broken skulls on the first great sepulchral 
fields, dating from Roman times, are as 
thick and hard as Herodotus says those of 
the Egyptians were in comparison with the 
brittle ones of tlie Persians. The Greek 
historian explains this by attributing it to 
the early exposure of children to the heat 
of the sun; aud in many parts of Upper 
Egypt the German travelers actually fouud 
young children thus exposed during their 
parents’ absence in the iields in immense 
clay bowls, resembling in sha[>e a cham­ 
pagne glass with a stem, into which they 
were put without shelter. 
This discovery by Professor Virchow is 
interesting, because it at once suggests the 
questiou whether the proverbial thickness 
of the skull of the negro has not been 
caused by exposure to the sun, and whether 
it is a peculiarity of savages of tropical 
countries that their skulls are thicker and 
harder than colder countries. Students of 
craniology have never made any investiga­ 
tion to ascertain whether the skulls of 
different races vaiy in degress of hardness. 
It would be almost impossible to make 
such an inquiry. As is well known, the 
human skull increases in hardness from 
childhood to maturity and age. A miscel­ 
laneous collection of skulls of any given 
people would be of no value in such an 
investigation. To obtain a collection of 
skulls of a number of nationalities, that 
should be taken from subjects of all the 
same age, to have them all similarly pre 
pared and in sufficient numbers to make it 
possible to draw any conclusions from their 
comparison with each other, would be man­ 
ifestly impossible. More attention has been 
given to the relative thickness of different 
skulls, or rather to their weight, from 
which their thickness may be inferred. Of 
tiie large collection of crania in the Army 
Medical Museum at Washington the thick­ 
est are those of negroes and Alaskan In­ 
dians. The skulls of other Indians, both 
of North and South America, in tropical 
or temperate climes, and of the Eskimo, 
do not appear to be particularly thick. 
Among the ancient Peruvian skulls re­ 
cently received by the museum, and the 
ancient crania collected in Arizonalast sum­ 
mer, there are frequent individual varia­ 
tions in thickness, but no tendency to un­ 
usual thickness. 
The conclusion from these facts is that 
exposure to the sun probably does not 
cause thickness of the human skull. In 
connection with this subject it is interest­ 
ing to note that among the Australians the 
sinus frontalis is generally found to be solid 
in the males, instead of being hollow, as in 
the skulls of other races. This bone in 
the Australians generally extends straight 
across the head, the lower side overhang­ 
ing the eyes so that they seem to look out 
from under it, while in the North Ameri­ 
can Indians a modification of shape deprives 
them of that heavy look about the fore­ 
head. The heavy sinus frontalis of the 
Australians, of course, increases tlie weight 
of the skull.—Analyst.

There Is hardly a m em ber of the Assem­ 
bly who has taken a very active part in the 
proceedings of th a t body who has not asked m i­ 
to help further his bill, aud there is not one of 
them , so far as I am concerned, who has not re­ 
ceived m ore con.sideration than I have asked 
for myself.

G ouchersaid th at evervthing the Chair had 
said was true, but he had understood th at there 
was a disposition in the Assemble- to change 
th eir conduct.

STATE TBLSOM INVESTIGATION. 
The Committee ou Ways and Means presented 
the following report; 
Ur. Speaker: 
Your Committee on Ways and 
Means, who have had under consideration the 
m atter of the investigation of the expenditure 
of public moneys, beg leave to report that, oiv- 
iug to the lim itation of tim e, we have been 
unable to m ake as thorough an inquiry as tbe 
subject would w arrant. We have, therefore, 
confined ourselves to an investigation ol the 
prisons of the Stale, and subm it the findings ot 
' your com m ittee as follows: 
• 
Firs:—T hat the hooks of the Nan Q uentin 
t Prison are so kept as to render it impossible to 
ascertain the cost oí specific arricies, even by 
those who keep the books. 
Nor are we able to 
; find any original entry book, w herein should 
appear articles th at are charged up m onthly In 
the ledger to the account ol "G eneral Repairs ” 
iu am ounts aggregating trom $5 0 to $2.209. 
Second—That accounts of the jute m ill have 
liceo irr gularly kept; that parí ol th ? daily out­ 
put ol the jute m ill was credited to the night 
shift, w ith a view oí bolstering up the latter. 
T hird—That w ith a greater num ber of looms 
iu operation and an incr. use in the working 
lim e the u ghtly output of th e jute m ill has 
never equaled the day output, practically prov­ 
ing the night sh.fi o f the jute m ill to have been 
a lailure. 
Fourth—That although th e Board of Prison 
Directors by resolution restrict! d toe household 
expenses of W arden McComb to 8109 per m outh, 
we can fii-d no record of the W arden’s having 
confined him self to th a t am ount. 
Fifth—We find drunkenness am ong the em ­ 
ployes gam bling and the traffic In liquor in­ 
dulged in by officers and guards. 
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Sixth—T hat prisoners in citizens' c l 't h l j c 
were escorted by prison guards to a distance 
three m iles from the prison to work upon th e J 
farm of a prison official. 
Seventh—T hat supplies inferior in quality to 
th at called for by contract have been received 
and accepted, evidently w ith the W arden s ¡ 
knowledge and consent. 
E ighth—We find th a t non-partisanship is not 
a factor in the m anagem ent of the San Q uentin 
P riso n ; th a t glaring subservience to th e de- 
inands o f dangerous political influences has 
been th e acknow ledged aim , through the W a r-i 
den, of this sta te institution, and th a t political j 
bosses have dictated th e treatm ent to be ac- : 
corded prisoners. (Instance, Aorthey, the jury- , 
briber.)

N inth—T hat w ith but a nom inal increase of 
prisoners, the expenditures of rhe present War- i 
den of Sau Q uentin have extravagantly in- I 
creased over those of his predecessor by at least ¡ 
33.’;; per cent. 
T enth—We find tb a f in m any instances toe 
higher officials have f.eated em ployes w ith u n ­ 
bearable arrogance w ith a view of "forcing them j 
to resign, in order tn at the m anagem ent m ight 
find positions for th e friends o f im jortuuiug ■ 
politicians. 
E leventh—T hat the W arden has continually ¡ 
neglected to personally visit and inspec t the 
condition of the prison aud the safety and wel­ 
fare of its inm ates as required by law. 
Tw elfth—T hat the provision of the general 
appropriation bid. w hich com m anded th at "no 
m oneys appropriated forth • support ot the in­ 
stitutions of th e State shall be used for perm a­ 
nent im provem ents,” has been grossly violated 
iu the construction of the annex to th e ’W ardeu’s 
house, aud the building of o lh ir structures. 
T h irteen th —’T hat the m auy letters subm itted 
to your com m ittee, w ritten by W arden McComb 
to his subordinate officers aud by the W arden 
acknowledged to be genuine, arc entirely devoid 
ol any anxiety for the betterm ent of the condi­ 
tion of th e prisoners or the best interests of the 
prison: th at they disclose a revengeful disposi­ 
tion and condem n their author as unw orthy a 
public trust. 
Fourteenth—We find the letter purporting to 
have been w ritten by John McComb. J r , is'not 
in his handw riting. 
In sum m ing up its findings, vout com m ittee 
contend th at the past m anagem ent of the Sau 
Q uentin Prison has beeu unreservedly bad, and 
entirely in contravention of the judicious and 
hum ane policy th at should govern au institu­ 
tion of this character. The worse than careless 
handling of the people’s money, and the adm is­ 
sions of W arden McComb, indicate his unfitness 
for the position he occupies. 
We deem it a m arvel th a t the m anag- m ent of 
San Q uentin Prison should have rem ained so 
long concealed 
Its present condition is a re­ 
flection upon the com m ercial honestv of the 
authorities that perm it it; and unless the 
powers w hich nave sustained W arden McComb 
are brought to bear to secure his prom pt dis­ 
missal, in tbe m inds of an offended people 
they w ill sh aie in the odium w hich attaches 
itself to his m ism anagem ent of a great public 
trust

T his w ork is designed to give full inform ation 
as to the law and practice in Courts of Justices 
of the I’eace in the Pacific States aud Territ-.- 
ries. as determ ined by the statutes and the de­ 
cisions of Courts of last resort. 
The statutes of Calitornia, w hich have been 
followed to a very large extent in all tne States 
and Territories ot the extrem e West, are given 
eith er in substance or in tbe exact phraseology 
of the Codes in the text of this treatise, and tne 
variations of th e statutes of other States and 
Territories are carefully stated in the notes. 
The arrangem ent of the Codes could not, 
however, be followed iu a Justices' treatise, as 
they are for the most part arranged w ith refer­ 
ence io practice in the higher t ourts, stating 
here and there th at particular secio n s are ap­ 
plicable to Justices' Courts, w hile other large 
portions are necessarily applicable to all Courts;

com plete and more useful to practitioners iu 
the higher Courts th an in any treatise extant 
Many of the forms have, by long usage and fre­ 
quent construction by the Courts, become a ]>or- 
tion of our jurisprudence. Some have been 
carefully revised aud condensed, others are re­ 
tained w ith the traditional phraseology, the 
construction of w hich is well se ttled : 'but a 
very large proportion of the most im portant 
forms arc new and original.

SCIENTIFIC TRAINING. 


S o m e th in g t h a t Is D e s e rv in g o f N o tice 
In th e U n ite d S ta te s . 
The discussion in England on the sub­ 
ject of technical education has brought out 
a ]>oint which is deserving of notice in this 
country, where public opiuion in favor of 
this form of instruction is rapidly increas­ 
ing, and th at is th a t it is the exception 
rather th an the rule th at a man of sci­ 
entific training is au inventor. 
It might 
be assumed th at a person who was thor­ 
oughly trained in the laws of science in 
any special departm ent, who knew just 
how far scientific progress had gone, the 
roads by which it had traveled, what was 
possible and what was not possible of ac­ 
complishment under the lim itations which 
nature iuqioses upon man, would be the 
one best fitted to discover and bring into 
use new adaptations of natural power. Yet 
experience 
has shown th at this very 
knowledge is of detrim ent rather than ad­ 
vantage, so far as the spirit of invention is 
concerned. 
If one goes through the long list of in­ 
ventors — W att, Stevenson, 
A rkwright, 
Fulton, Faraday, Morse and Bell, not to 
speak of an immense army of men of lesser 
importance—he will realize th at it is rare, 
indeed, to find one who had the advantages 
of a scientific training in his youth. 
In a 
recently printed article on the English 
light-houses, Professor Tyndall, th at high 
scientific authority on all questions apper­ 
taining to light, asserts th a t he was eom- 
pleVdy astounded at a proposition to in- 
creiwe the power and improve the lights 
in light houses, made to him by the 
keejier of one of these establishments on 
the coast of Ireland. 
The change pro­ 
posed by this Irish light-house keeper in­ 
volved an abandonment of certain princi- 
jdes which had beeu considered of great 
imiKirtanee; and vet, after the suggestion 
had been made and Professor Tyndall had 
carefully considered it, he came to the 
conclusion that it was one of great utility, 
and when, later on, a practical trial was 
made of it, the result exceeded even the 
anticipations of the inventor. 
Professor Tyndall frankly concedes that 
in the great m ajority of cases original ideas 
of this kind have to Ire obtained, not from 
men skilled in science, but from men who 
are so far ignorant of scientific rules and 
regulations th at they have not the least 
hesitation in disregarding them. 
The 
reason for this seems to he that knowledge 
in almost all of its departm ents is relative. 
There are, of course, exceptions in the 
realms of pure mathematics. 
Euclid’s 
problems in geometry are precisely the 
same now that they were when they were 
firs, formulated, hut in those cases "where 
the laws relate to m aterial objects their 
certainty is by no means as great, for they 
may be open to now unknown objections 
and qualifications, and sometimes, perhaps, 
to almost complete reversal. 
The unconscious but inevitable tendency 
of a thorough scientific training is to make 
those who have been subjected to it in a 
large degree the slaves of rules. 
This, in 
most cases, is advantageous, insofar as it 
prevents them from undertaking exploits 
that past exjierience has shown to he im ­ 
possible; but it also frequently prevents 
them from questioning the exactness of 
scientific rules which may later on be 
proved to be not infallable. 
It may be 
urged—and it has been urged in England 
— that this fact constitutes a powerful 
reason for opposing a general system ot in­ 
dustrial training as applied to public 
schools, but it seems to us th at those who 
take this ground altogether misjudge the 
intent and scope of instruction of this 
character. 
To begin with, the great majority of 
men and women are not inventors; all 
th at can be hoped for from them is that 
they can profitably utilize the inventions 
of others, and there can be no question 
th at in this respect prim ary instruction in 
the general laws of mechanics would be of 
vast service in countless thousands of cases. 
More than this, there is not the least 
reason for assuming th at industrial instruc­ 
tion in the manner it would he carried on 
in our public schools would be of so thor­ 
ough and exhaustive a character, particu­ 
larly in its scientific features, th at it would 
bring the minds of the pupils of these in­ 
stitutions under the control of strictlv 
scientific habits of thought. 
The great 
aim is to give to the children a certain 
degree of manual dexterity, an an insight 
into the common methods of industrial 
work. 
It seems to us that this class of 
knowledge is no greater than all inventors 
must possess before they can have the ma­ 
terial upon which their genius for im ­ 
provement has to work. 
A very large proportion of the inven­ 
tions for which patents are taken out in 
this country are ntide l>y men working in 
our shops and factories, who in the course 
of their every 
dav 
experience 
have 
brought to their attention how, by a 
change in this or th at direction, decided 
improvements in method or in product 
can lie obtained. 
The general knowledge 
of their work that they possess, instead of 
being of detrim ent, is of advantage to 
them. 
Indeed, in most eases, if it were not 
for this knowledge no method of improve­ 
ment would suggest itself to them. 
Now, 
this general and primary information is 
afl th at one can hope to give to the pupils 
in our public schools by a system of intfus- 
trial instruction. 
Technical schools will 
carry this instruction to a far higher level, 
but probably not one in 500 of the boys 
who graduate from our public schools will 
be in a position to acquire a thorough 
technical training, and it the spirit of in­ 
vention should lie crushed in this m inute 
fraction, the encouragement given to in­ 
vention by the prim ary instruction which 
the great mass of our children received 
would far more than ofiset the jiossible 
loss which Professor Tyndall and others 
look upon as a m atter of such serious im ­ 
portance.— Boston Herald.
